Cables (April 11)—Glasgow: Market has a 
less depressed tone under influence of 
slightly improved demand.— Liverpool: 
Dullness has prevailed during the past 
week.—London: Market shows increasing 
firmness. 

Minneapolis—The mills ran lighter than 
for several weeks and there was no Sunday 
running.—This week the mills are all run- 
ning steadily .—Sales were less than the out- 
put last week, divided between domestic 
and export, with a slow demand for the lat- 
ter.—Low grades were in good demand and 
patents comparatively slow. 

Valley of the Ohio—Generally speaking, 
the milling business was slow and many mills 
ran on half time in this territory, but a few 
report the demand improved and a better 
tone.—Indianapolis mills made 12,952 bbls 
flour. 

Kansas City—There were no new features 
in the situation, trade was mostly domestic, 
with the demand inactive.—Kansas mills 
are beginning to find difficulty in securing 
milling wheat. 

St. Louis—Trade with the mills was good 
and they generally ran full time.—There 
was some good sales made to Europe.—Out- 
put of the St. Louis and East St. Louis 
mills, 38,000. 

Chicago—Local mills ran full time and 
sold their output, mostly in eastern and 
foreign markets.—Local market was dead, 
with considerable consigned flour in evi- 
dence. 

Foreign—Review of the general situation. 
—Conditions in France and the effect of Ar- 
gentine shipments.—Price of British mills’ 
flour compared with American. 

Nashville—There was no improvement in 
the general situation, though the local 
mills operated as they have of late. 

Milwaukee—The mills ran lighter than in 
previous week, and sales were not heavy.— 
On the whole, it was a quiet week. 
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NExT week we expect to publish an 
article by Professor Otto Lugger, the 
famous entomologist, on that most vi- 
cious and dangerous pest to millers, the 
Mediterranean flour moth, than which 
no greater or more serious enemy ever 
entered a flour mill. Professor Lugger 
will deal ‘with the subject exhaustively 
and millers will be deeply interested in 
what he has to say about it, especially 
as he will give valuable information as 
to the best method of preventing an at- 
tack of these pests and of getting rid of 
them after they have gained entry toa 
mill. Meantime, as this plague has 
already made its appearance in various 
sections of the milling field, we feel 
that itis necessary to warn millers to 
be on their guard against it, as there is 

rave danger that, unless every precau- 
fion is taken, the evil may extend far be- 

ond its present limits, in wnich case 
the loss to millers would be beyond 
ealculation. Unless one has actually 
seen the fiendish work done by the 
Mediterranean moth and has obtained 
an idea of the perfectly amazing ra- 
pidity with which it accomplishes it, 
he can have no conception of its dan- 
gerous and destructive character. Once 
a mill has beconie infested, the loss re- 
sulting from the work of this moth, is 
total and complete so far as flour is con- 
cerned, and only by the most radical 
measures can the pest be exterminated. 
It is insidious in its approach and un- 
less care is taken and instructions fol- 


lowed carefully, a mill may find itself 
in the possession of this unwelcome 
visitor before its owner has realized the 
danger. It is therefore highly impor- 
tant to the trade that every miller who 
reads this should see to it, that he has 
fully protected himself. ‘Fortunately 
this can readily be done, at the expense 
of a little trouble. In this case an 
ounce of prevention is worth many 
pounds of cure. The dangeris very real 
and therefore we call attention to it now 
in the none that millers will act prompt- 
ly for their own good. 


WE will leave the description of the 
Mediterranean flour month to Professor 
Lugger, whose article on the subject 
will be illustrated. ,As to its work, 
briefly and:without attempting tech- 
nical terms, it spins in the flour itself a 
strong, fine silk, this cobwebby sub- 
stance becomes a part of the flour and 
rolls ii up into huge, fibrous balls, re- 
sembling a mixed bunch of fine threads 
covered with flour. The moth multi- 
plies with amazing rapidity and works 
so.quickly that in an incredibly brief 
time all the flour in the mill is ruined. 
Flour 4 be shipped from a moth in- 
fested mill, a ey 4 in sound condi- 
tion but ifa few of the sts have en- 
tered the bag or barrel, by the time it 
reaches the buyer the flour will be com- 

letely ruined and may be taken out of 
he package in strings and balls of fine- 
ly-woven cobwebs. The loss from one 
shipment of flour thus spoiled might 
well be ruinous. Tne editerranean 
flour moth was first heard of in a mill in 
Prussia in 1876, and was described by 
Professor Zeller. It was finally stamped 
out in Germany to appear in the mills 
of England, Ireland and Scotland in 
1888 where it created great havoc. In 
1889, it visited Canada, in 1890 it made 
itself apparent in California.. Since 
then it has appeared in portions of New 
York, Ohio and Illinois. It has been 
found in South America and especial- 
ly in Chili. In India it worked great 
dams einrice. In fact it prefers rice, 
next thereto it loves buckwheat, but if 
neither of these products are at hand it 
seems to be quite well satisfied with 
flour. It is evident that this year the 
Mediteranean flour moth, has adopted a 
olicy of expansion and complaints of 
Tes destructive inroads are coming in 
from many portions of the milling field 
hitherto untouched by it. Itis readi- 
ly carried from one mill to another, 
from bakery to storehouse, from store- 
house to mill and from mill to car and 
steamer in bags and is able to make its 
way through the jute or cotton from one 
bag to another, so that one infested lot 
of flour can easily contaminate a ship- 
load. Securing an entry into the mill, 
the moth begins its operations in the 
bolting cloth which it completely ruins, 
or in the elevator legs. It will spin its 
web through all the flour it can reach. 
In some mills huge bunches of moth- 
spun flour have been found weighing 
twenty pounds, 


As for the remedy, once a mill has be- 
come infested with these moths, it be- 
comes a serious matter which requires 
thorough and prompt measures for re- 
lief. isulphide of carbon is the only 
known remedy. ‘This is absolutely 
harmless to flour. It is in liquid form 
and evaporates rapidly, giving fortha 
strong and very disagreeable odor, 
which, however, will not last long. It 
costs about ten cents per pound and can 
be obtained from any druggist. Itis 
dangerous in one sense to the mill, be- 
ing very inflammable and therefore the 
mill should be shut down and all fires 

ut out before it is applied. The 

umes from it are very strong and 
care should be taken not to inhale too 
much of it, although this danger is 
slight. Bisulphide of carbon should be 
used inside all machinery throughout 
the mill and the entire establishment 
thoroughly gone over. On the outside 
of the machinery and particularly on 
the floor around the bottoms of the ma- 
chines, bea kerosene should be used. 
At the same time all bags and barrels 
about the place should be treated with 
bisulphide of carbon. If the work is 
conscientiously and thoroughly done 
and left over night, by the next morning 
the mill will be free of the pests. There- 
after itis only necessary to be careful 
about second-hand bags and barrels 
brought into the mill, to be secure from 
farther trouble. These should invaria- 
bly be treated with bisulphide of carbon 
before allowing them to enter the mill. 


Tue object of this article is to rouse 
the trade to a sense of its danger and to 
stimulate those who are free from the 
ae to use preventive measures prompt- 

. Professor Lugger will enter into 

etails in his article next week. In the 
meantime every miller who sees this 
should at once put himself on the de- 
fensive against the pest, because with 
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the coming of warmer.weather the dan- 

r is greatly increased. Professor 

ugger informs‘us that the moth usual- 
ly enters the mill by the medium of sec- 
ond-hand bags and barrels shipped in. 
Too much care cannot be taken to see 
that these are thoroughly disinfected. 
To this end, an air-tight room, papered, 
should be used. In this the second- 
hand bene and barrels should be placed. 
Bisulphide of carbon should then be 
evaporated, observing the precautions 
referred to in the preceding paragraph. 
If millers will act promptly in this mat- 
ter, the plague of the editerranean 
flour moth will immediately disappear. 
If they neglect to do so, however, an 
enormous loss may result, and the 
American milling trade may suffer 
great damage. The prevention of this 
pest is comparatively simple and we 
sincerely hope that our millers will not 
lose any time in applying it, both for 
their own individual protection and the 
health and well being of the whole in- 
dustry. “ 


THE milling and flour trade, both at 
home and abroad, has been greatly in- 
terested in the development of Galves- 
ton as a flour-exporting port. Millers 
of the southwest are vitally concerned 
in the success of the export movement 
through this city, as the future of their 
foreign trade largely depends = it. 
Hitherto, operations have been handi- 
capped because if was impossible to 
obtain all-risks clause insurance via 
Galveston and the Gulf ports. As the 
following communication from Messrs, 
Beers, Kenison & Co., General Insur- 
ance Agents, shows, this disability has 
been removed and Galveston now offers 
facilities in the insurance line similar 
to those afforded by the Atlantic ports. 
This will be of material benefit not 
only to the city itself but to a large 
number of millers who are desirous of 
building up an export trade via the 
Gulf ports.

THOSE who have been pushing the 
Cullom bill bave discovered that which 
was clearly evident to any person of 
average intelligence in the beginning— 
to-wit: that congress will never con- 
cede to the ambitious Interstate Com- 
merce Commission the enormous and 
far-reaching power which it is so in- 
dustriously striving to obtain—the pow- 
er to make rates, to become the traf- 
fic manager of every railroad in the 
country and to be the distributor of 
commercial and industrial prosperity 
and activity throughout the land. They 
are learning, after a winter’s campaign 
in Washington, that the senate com- 
mittee on interstate commerce will not, 
in all probability, report favorably on 
the Cullom bill and that congress is not 
insane enough to pass such a bill, even 
if it be favorably reported. They ac- 
count for this by saying that the rail- 
roads have threatened to withhold con- 
tributions to the campaign funds if the 
Cullom bill is passed. ‘Thisis silly and 
idle chatter, quite of a piece with the 
rest of the wretched demagogism which 
has characterized the instigators of this 
movement. Congress will naturally 
and properly refuse to pass the bill—as 
it has refused to pass other similar 
bills previously introduced—because it 
is preposterously radical and dangerous 
to the political and commercial health 
of the country. The attempt of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to se- 
cure far greater power for itself may be 
a new thing to the milling trade, but it 
is an old story in Congress, where pre- 
vious efforts in the same direction have 
been unsuccessfully made. The com- 
mission has powers enough under the 
present law to overcome practically all 
the evils complained of, if it chooses to 
exert them, but because the Supreme 
Court of the United States has refused 
to approve the commission’s extrava- 
gant theories, it refuses to act within 
the lines of its authorized and lawful 
jurisdiction, and expends time and 
effort, which might better be given to 
legitimate work, in a vain attempt to 
coerce Congress into granting it the su- 
preme and dangerous powers which it 
covets. Congress, itis safe to say, will 
do no such thing. 


FAILING to convince the Senate com- 
mittee that the Cullom bill is desirable 
and fearful that the measure will not be 
favorably reported, those who are back 
of the movement now propose nothing 
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pod than an attempt at coercion. It is 
es that a convention of millers 
eld in Washington on April 25th 
oth the object of influencing the pas- 
sage of the bill. The originator of this 
notion says: ‘'Let us pour into Wash- 
ington in such numbers that Congress 
and the railroad trust be given to under- 
stand that the people still have some 
rights left that they are bound to re- 
spect.”’ ‘'Let us make it a meeting that 
will astonish Washington as for num- 
bers, and will long live in the memory 
of the ass@mbled lawmakers that we the 
people still rule in this country.” Of 
course this ridiculous idea appeals to 
Mr. Gallagher who is acting as the lead- 
er of the movement. He cordially en- 
dorses it and echoes the cry of t'On to 
Washington!”’ He says in his journal: 


‘'It is now asserted by the railroad 
lobby and its trust adherents that no 
transportation legislation shall be al- 
lowed to pass. The railroads have 
threatened to withhold campaign con- 
tributions if the Culiom bill or any bill 
of its character is enacted. The people 
have been told that they can secure no 
legislation without the consent of the 
combined carriers. Will you submit to 
that or will you do what you can to 
overthrow such insolent, arbitrary and 
dangerous power?’’ 


In other words, failing to convince 
the senate committee that the Cullom 
bill is desirable, Mr. Gallagher and the 
suggestor of the idea he endorses, pro- 
pose actually to make a demonstration 
on Congress with a view to bulldozing its 
members into passing a measure which 
otherwise they would not favor. Kg 
is their crude idea of the proper vty ew 
which to further highly important leg 
islation of far-reaching consequence fo 
all classes of industry; legislation 
which should be thoughtfully consid- 
ered and intelligently discussed. Such 
an idea, we admit, is in consistent ac- 
cord with the whole conduct of this cam- 
paign; with the secret connivings of the 
commission itself; with the stimulated 
and artificially contrived support care- 
fully worked up by its agents; with the 
false claims as to the true meaning of 
the bill by which an endorsement for it 
has been obtained from many honest 
but misguided and misinformed mill- 


ers; with the gross exaggeration of 
statement and distortion of truth; with 
all the scheming and wunderhanded 


truckling, which has marked the ad- 
vancement of this dangerous legislation 
by its hired supporters. This proposal 
may be a fitting climax to the work al- 
ready done—but we shall be surprised 
if it meets with support from any num- 
ber of respectable and self-respecting 
millers. 


THE idea is not new. It belongs to 
General Coxey of inglorious memory. 
Congress would not be impressed by 
any such silly demonstration. On 
the contrary the attempt would simply 
cover the participators with justly- 
deserved ridicule and accomplish more 
surely than ever the death of the 
bill. ‘tOn to Washington” is foolish 
and puerile, unworthy of business men. 
A play for hoboes ,tramps and Coxeyites. 
The very suggestion drags the dignity 
of milling down to the level of the cheap 
demagogue. The idea of a trade like 
this following at the heels ofaranter, ina 
demonstration to impress congress is 
grotesque, absurd and humiliating. If 
there are any millers who feel thata 
kind Providence has not as yet given 
them ample opportunity to make asses 
of themselves here is their chance and 
they would do well to follow Mr. Gal- 
lagher in his *tOn to Washington” 
movement. We, however, venture the 
prediction that, if anything more than 
talk comes from this suggestion and the 
meeting is actually held, there will 
‘tpour into Washington’ not more than 
acorporal’s guard of millers who will 
thereupon find themselves embalmed in 
the trade’s history as its champion 
idiots. Meantime we most respectfully 
submit this plan to coerce and intimi- 
date congress to the senate committee 
having this bill under consideration, 
as showing to what extent the friends of 
the Interstate Commerce Committee are 
willing to go in order to gratify its 
ambitions. A commission that will 
send out circulars letters to the public 
begging support for a bill to increase its 
own power would not probably be 
above encouraging a popular demon- 
stration with a view to forcing legisla- 
tion in its favor. 


The Wall Street Journal says that the 
new starch consolidation, which will in- 
clude the National Starch Co. and the 
United States Glucose Co., is almost 
completed.

The flouroutput was smaller last week 
than for any week since the last of Jan- 
uary, the amount being 306,900 bbls 
«against 885,792 a week ago and 262 126 
ior the corresponding week in 1899. This 
redaction was caused by none of the 
mills having run on Sunday and to the 
shutting down of one side of one of the 
large mills for the whole week, due to 
in accident to the machinery. The out- 
look for this week is for an increase in 
the production, as the mills are all run- 
ning full time. Sales have been lighter 
the past week and have not averaged 
over 75 per cent of the output. This is 
not believed to be due to large stocks 
on hand but rather to the waiting policy 
which the buyer has shown a tendency 
to adopt of late and making his pur- 
chases only for immediate needs. 
Clears were the best sellers and for 
these there was quite an active demand, 
while patents were hard to dispose of at 
figures that would show a satisfac- 
tory rofit. Low grades were in 
good demand and sales were made 
at prices that left something for 
the miller. Export business has been 
light with most of the mills, but in 
some cases there were sales reported 
which would indicate that if buyer and 
seller could get together on price con- 
siderable business might follow. Quite 
a little flour is-being shipped to the 
Head of the Lakes as it begins to look as 
though navigation would open as early 
as the 20th. Thecar situation is improv- 
ing, and shipping directions are coming 
in more freely, which removes two of the 
sources of annoyance under which the 
mills have been working for some time. 
The mills are still well sold ahead and 
the slacking up of orders the past week 
is giving them a chance to clear up 
some of the old orders, which have 
been accumulating.

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GEREALS AND MILLFEED. 

There was shipped from Minneapolis 
for the month of March 846,930 bbls of 
oil cake, and 212,350 bus of flaxseed was 
received and 344,470 bus shipped during 
the same time, 

Andrews &Co., Minneapolis: ‘'The 
mills are well supplied with directions 
on bran, middlings, and red-dog and 
orders are coming in ‘very slowly. 
Cables are too low to work, and as home 
trade is paying higher: prices, witha 
sharp demand for immediate shipment 
at gig over regular prices, there is 
but little opportunity to export until 
buyers advance their offers.”’ 

Millfeed is in very good demand for 
spot shipment and as has been the case 
for a few weeks would command a premi- 
um. The mills are pretty well blocked 
and are far behind on orders. March 
contracts in some cases have not yet 
been filled and several of the shippers 
say they have not received a pound on 
April orders. Plenty of business could 
be done if there were any certainty of 
having stuff shippedin a reasonable 
time as inquiries are coming from all 
sections and from points where it has 
not been the rule to do business. There 
is not much business being done for fu- 
ture delivery, as the buyer has no as- 
surance when he can get his stuff and 
would be glad to get what he has al- 
ready ordered. There is nothing doing 
in the feed line for export as the prices 
obtained in the domestic markets are 
much better than could be received from 
foreign buyers. Thecar blockades in the 
east are beginning to be cleared up and 
reports of cars getting through are be- 
coming more numerous.

The west half of the Pillsbury A mill 
was down all of last week on account of 
a bad break in the shafting, and two 
large pulleys. The mill started up 
again Monday noon. 

William F. Gunn, the veteran ma- 
chinery man, is now with J. M. Arthur 
& Go., Portland, Ore., who, since Jan. 1, 
have been acting as agents for the Nor- 
dyke & Marmon Co. 

The water in the river is now of suffi- 
cient volume to permit of: all the mills 
running on water twenty-four hours, 
and there is a surplus of about a foot 
and a half going over the apron, 
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Guy Thomas, head salesman of the 
Washburn-Crosby o., has returned 
from a — through the central west, 
where he has been looking after trade 
in the interest of his company. 

The Independent Elevator Co. of Du- 
luth will remove its headquarters to 
Minneapolis. Amended articles of in- 
corporation have been filed and the cap- 
ital stock increased from $100,000 to 
$150,000. 

Head Miller James Tamm last Sunday 
was the recipient of a handsome bronze 
clock given by his associates in the 
Pheenix mill. The occasion was the 
twenty-fifth wedding anniversary of Mr. 
Tamm. 

It has been decided b 
the Delano mill which was recently 
burned not to rebvild at the present 
time, but later in the year it is their in- 
tention to form a stock company and 
put up a mill. 

Local mills are selling patent to re- 
tailers at $3.50 per 196 = in sacks 
and straights at $3.30. The retailers add 
50c to their price. Where spot cash is 
paid by retailers, 8c per bbl less is ac- 
cepted by the mills. 

The independent elevator of Patterson 
& Papp at Hutchinson, Minn., was 
burned early Saturday morning. The 
house contained about 6,000 bus of 
wheat. There was an insurance of $3,000 
on the grain and $2,400 on building. 

L. E. Smith is now holding the posi- 
tion of head miller in the mill at Glad- 
stone, N. D. He says the wheat up 
there is of a much better quality than the 
millers on the Falls get to grind and in 
verification of his statement sent to a 
friend a sample of very fine No. 1 hard. 

Charles Fox, formerly of Minneapolis 
but now the London representative of 
the Pillsbury company, has been ap- 
pointed by the federal government a 
United States delegate to the conference 
of millers and grain growers of the 
world to be held next summer in Paris. 
Mr. Fox is now on his way to this coun- 
try, having sailed on April 3. 

Steam coal has been very scarce of 
late and the price has advanced about 
15e per ton. Stocks have been pretty 
well cleaned up and there is not a great 
deal coming in, as cars are scarce in 
the east. Shipments now are all rail 
and dealers have been obliged to ad- 
vance the price. Current prices on track 
are: Youghiogheny lump, $4.40 per ton; 
smokeless lump, $4.40; Youghiogheny 
screenings, $3.90; anthracite screenings, 
$1.90. 

Word was received here yesterday of 
the death of E. R. Smith at Great Falls, 
Mont., on the 8th. For many years up 
to 1893, Mr. Smith was engaged in the 
milling and banking business at Le 
Sueur, Minn., first as a member of the 
firm of Doran & Smith and later, E. R. 
Smith & Co. For the last five years he 
had been connected with the Montana 
Coal Co. at Sand Coulee, Mont. His 
age was sixty-five years. Mr. Smith 
leaves a widow and three sons, one of 
whom, Rollin E. Smith, is a resident of 
Minneapolis. 

F. C. Atkinson, office manager of the 
Washburn-Crosby Co., has returned 
from an extended trip through the east. 
He reports the outlook for a steady 
business as very good, as there are no 
large stocks on hand. However, buy- 
ers, he says, are not inclined to take 
hold at present for any more than im- 
mediate needs, feeling that wheat and 
flour will go lower. There is considera- 
ble flour still in transit and when it suc- 
ceeds in getting through may have a 
tendency to check business for a while, 
but the situation is sure to improve and 
on the whole prove satisfactory to the 
miller. 

A. C. Loring returned last Friday 
from New York where he has been for 
the last few weeks on business connect- 
ed with the receivership of the United 
States Flour Milling Co. Mr. Loring 
says that the receivers have asked the 
courts to be allowed to dispose of 
enough of the receivers’ certificates to 
enable them to carry on the business 
of the mills at the Head of the Lakes 
and the matter will come up for a hear- 
ing in New York Monday and if the re- 
quest is granted one of the mills will be 
started immediately and possibly two 
ofthem. It has not yet been decided 
which of the mills are to be used. Mr. 
Loring says that at present the flour 
trade in the east is quiet but the outlook 
for future business is good as there are 
no large stocks on hand. 

Thomas Dunlop of Thomas Dunlop & 
Sons, Glasgow, Scotland, was in Min- 
neapolis last Friday, renewing his ac- 
quaintance with the local flour trade. Mr. 
Dunlop added his testimony as to the 
general duliness of the export flour trade. 
His firm handled as large an amount of 
American flour as usual last year, but 
the resultant profit from so doing was 
unsatisfactory. He attributes the un- 
satisfactory condition of the trade to the 


the owners of 
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large shipments of Argentine wheat. 
Thomas Dunlop & Sons own several 
steamers and a line of sailing ships and 
are also agents to Lloyds. In the ship- 
ping business, conditions are excellent 
and could hardly be better. Mr. Dunlo 
left for Milwaukee Saturday night an 
will sail for home on the Campania. 
Seeding is quite general among the 

farmers this week in Minnesota and 
North and South Dakota. In the latter 
state work has to some extent been in- 
terfered with on account of recent snow- 
storms. Just what proportion of acre- 
age will be sown to wheat as compared 
with last year itis yet too early to de- 
termine. Owing to the low price of 
wheat farmers are generally inclined to 
= amuch larger per cent of acreage 
nto flax. Were it not for the fact that 
seed flax is very scarce and the price 
high for it there is no question but that 
ae farmers who have sown no flax 
heretofore would do so this season. Re- 
ports coming to this office show that 
the increase will be from 10 to 100 per 
cent. All lands are not faverable for 
flax and the farmers who have the right 
soils are confident that there is a surer 
profit in flax than in wheat.

The Wheat Situation. 
H. V. Jones in the Journal April 10. 
What is the matter with wheat? It does 


not advance and it does not decline. 
There are only twenty days remaining 
in the month and the price is 2%c higher 
at this writing than the lowest point 
made by the option. The. price is 5c 
lower than last poor without any lead- 
ing reason i J t should be and it is 4c 
higher in England. Here is a difference 
of ¥c a bushel that is unusual. Perhaps 
ithas no significance, perhaps it has. 
The month will decide. 

The course of the market for three 
months has sustained the opinion ex- 
pressed in this column. Supply has 
controlled. The summer period is more 
difficult to read in advance. What if 
it should develop that the foreigners 
had bought a large amount of May 
wheat in Chicago and purpose to accept 
delivery? Would this account for a 
part of the firmness in wheat at «a time 
when the popular impression is that the 
market should decline. Nine chances 
to one there is not a thing inthis theory, 
but the steadiness of the market must 
be accounted for in some way. It was 
steady before corn made its quick ad- 
vance, hence it cannot be said that corn 
is the single factor of support. 

Wheat has reached the parting of the 
ways—if it cannot be put down, it will 
be put up. Corn has advanced 12c, pork 
has advanced, cotton has advanced, 
wheat is stationary. At the outset it has 
to be admitted that the supply of corn, 
pork and cotton is short, while wheat is

Europe is credited with being a poor 
buyer of wheat and flour and x¢ exports 
are only 30,000,000 bus behind last year. 

From April 6 to July 1 last year the 
pos gaming of wheat and flour were 35,000,- 

bus as against 52,000,000 in the same 
time in 1898, If Europe should take 50,- 
000,000 from us in the next three months 
the year would close only 15,000,000 bus 
behind last year in the total for twelve 
months, ' 

This is the ‘if’? season of the year. 
If this export materializes, it will be 
seen at once that an accident to sprin 
wheat would throw the market into ad- 
vanes position. There are predictions 
that this will be a dry year and that 
ornpe will suffer for moisture. 

It is not necessary to cross this bridge 
in early April, but the situation is not 
so eroneny bearish as to make the pres- 
ent a market of one side only. Ma 
liquidation may break prices, but wi 
May out of the way it need not be a sur- 
prise if conditions shape up for a better 
market. Texas will be cutting wheat 
in about a month and the prospect is 
fine in that state and up through Okla- 
homa and Kansas, Ohio, Indiana and 
Michigan are less promising. Wheat 
continues under supply influence, but 
from now until new crop results are 
known the market will bear watching 
for surprises.

All the local and Lockport mills were 
operated full time throughout the week 
and are all running this week in the 
same manner. There were two features 
in the flour and milling trade during the 
week of special note. One was the firm- 
ness in millfeeds and the other was the 
cheapness of consigned flour again in 
this market. Agents and brokers for 
local and out-of-town millers. claimed 
on Saturday that their prices were out 
of line owing to flours consigned to this 
market when the freight rates from the 
north were weak, and which is now be- 
ing forced on the market. While city 
millers ask $3.10@3.15 bulk for first _ 
ents, they claim it would be difficult to 
get over $3@3.05; and agents for other 
pen wheat mills make the same 
complaint. The agents for spring wheat 
mills that are firm in their prices,—and 
there are many of them this week,—hold- 
ing patents around $3.20@3.30, are await- 
ing a change. Exporters have had some 
few offers and have made some sales of 
spring grades of export patents around 
20s 8d/@20s 6d, basis of London, net, but 
they claim it has been hard to find mill- 
ers with such grades of flour as are 
wanted who éare to make offers for 
round lots, This is especially true 
through the two Dakotas and Minnesota.

The stocks of flour in oes April 1 
amounted to 55,250 bbls, against 53,100 
March 1; 47,100 April, 1899; 48,800 April 
1, 1898, and 33,900 April 1, 1897. Accord- 
ing to these figures, and those of Mil- 
waukee, there is an indication that 
stocks are accumulating owing to the 
nearness to the opening of the lake sea- 
son, but the city millers have not yet 
considered the lake season. In the east- 
ern markets, the Chicago millers claim 
that their sales have been fair at last 
week’s F - Leam: namely, $3.85 wood New 
York. Through the central-eastern sec- 
tion a good ve is had and for all 
grades as well as feeds. In winters the 
agents for such mills report little doing. 
For Indiana and Michigan straights 
the price today is $3.25@3.35 jute, an 
eee $3.50@3.65. The leading buyers 

ere of winters have shown no disposi- 
tion to add to their purchases and the 
sales in consequence have been few. 
Minneapolis brands are held at $3.90 
wood, ye price. The strike situa- 
tion still deters sales to a certain extent. 
This is rae complained of by the 
Minneapolis millers’ agents. At least 
they note a falling off in their sales and 
attribute it to the strike more than to 
anything else. The scarcity of cars for 
eastern shipment has eased up some- 
what. -°

CEREALS AND MILLFEED. 

The oatmeal mill owned by the Elgin 
Cereal Mill Co., at Spalding, Ill., near 
Elgin, burned last week. The building 
cost $30,000. The insurance carried cov- 
ered the plant. 

‘*We are making all our profits out of 
our millfeeds,”” remarked a miller Sat- 
urday, who was booking bran at $13.75 
bulk. A few lots sold last week up to 
$14 bulk, but the market today is nom- 
inally $13.50@13.75, bulk. The millers, 
as a rule, have little for sale. 

There was a very fair inquiry from 
foreign markets for oil cake, at $22/@22.25 
per ton early in the week and closed 
Saturday at $22.75. 

Rye flour has ruled firm in price to 
that of a week ago. Some millers have 
advanced their values 5c but the mar- 
ket rules around $2.75@2.90 for white of 
good quality in wood. 

FREIGHT NOTES. 

There is nominally 5,000,000 bus of 
grain afloat in the eee harbor which 
will go out in about thirty days. It is 


poneraily understood that most of the 
oats now laden with grain destined for 
Buffalo have been chartered for the car- 
rying of ore, 

It is now pretty well understood that 
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the opening lake-and-rail rates will be 
on a basis of 12c Chic to New York 
for flour. This rate is le lower than the 
shippers believed, a week ago, would 
o into effect, but the announcement 
is week of a 12c rate—considering its 
source—practically makes it authentic. 
— claim they doubt if this rate, 
should it be made a tariff, will hold for 
any length of time, for the belief exists 
that the lake line managers are aware 
that at least 13c can be had as the antici- 
ation of a good lake season’s b ess 
8 promising.

WHAT AILS THE MILLING BUSINESS? 

There is a wide difference of opinion 
Pegg | millers as to the exact cause of 
the milling business not improving as 
other lines of industry have. The opin- 
ions on this subject of some of the mill- 
ers in this section are given herewith: 

Suffern, Hunt &Co., Decatur, Ill: ‘tin 
our opinion the milling business is over- 
done. In our particular line—if all the 
mills would run to their capacity they 
would produce 334 per cent more goods 
than there is a demand for in the spring 
and summer months and 50 per cent 
more in the fall and winter months,”’ 

Bennett Milling Co., Geneva, Ill: 
‘tUniversally speaking, we are unable 
to account fora shrinkage in improved 
conditions and increased business for 
millers as compared with other lines of 
industry. Speaking from our own expe- 
rience, our business is manifesting 
signs of improved conditions, the in- 
crease being marked. Were the results 
below what we rite ge they should be, 
we would be inclined to look to our own 
selves for the trouble, rather than to an 
outside source.”’ 

Hungarian Roller Mill Co., Bloom- 
ington, Ill: ‘'All other lines of business 
of such magnitude as milling have 
formed trusts, and thereby advanced 
the prices and profits; while the mill- 
ers have continued to cut down the 

rofits on flour so that there is erin d 

eft in the business. Again; the mill- 

ers are so anxious to keep their mills 
running that they have offered, not only 
low prices which have demoralized the 
business and profits, but have in many 
cases agreed to stand any declines, 
should they occur before the flour is 
shipped, and in some cases have guar- 
anteed the prices for thirty days after 
shipment, or at least we are so informed. 
As long as such unbusinesslike condi- 
tions exist no improvement can be ex- 
— and no one is responsible but 
he miller for this condition.”’ 

Blodgett Milling Co., Janesville, Wis: 
‘tSince we commenced the operation of 
this plant, in November, 1898, our busi- 
ness has shown a steady increase. The 
last three months has shown an increase 
over the same time of 1899 of 40 per cent. 
So that our experience does not coin- 
cide with the implied statement in your 
inquiry.” 

Russell Bros., Kaukauna, Wis: ‘'In 
answer to your inquiry we will say that 
the milling business is overdone. The 
capacity in this country is five to seven 
times the consumption, and the gov- 
ernment in its reciprocity treaties 
with foreign countries has sacrificed the 
milling industry to benefit other lines. 
Look at the present agitation about the 
meat question in Germany. But no atten- 
tion is paid to the unfair treatment by 
foreign countries of the milling indus- 
try. If we get any foreign trade we must 
pay heavy duties to most all countries 
except England and consequently can- 
not enlarge our trade.’”’ 

Yeo & Clark Co., La Crosse, Wis: 
‘We think the main reason is that the 
business, from the nature of it, is more 
regular and even every year. The con- 
sumption cannot fall to one-half or one- 
third for two or three years and then be 
one-half or two-thirds greater in the next 
two or three years, as in most other lines 
of manufacturing.”’ 

W. 8S. Crowther, Ripon, Wis: ‘'In our 
opinion all the leading lines of business 
are controlled by combinations, while 
the milling business, covering so large 
a field and, with the farming industry, 
is unable to combine.” 

J.P. Dousman Milling Co., De Pere, 
Wis: ‘'Your question is a conundrum 
which we do not understand. While 
business has been fairly good, with act- 
ive sales, the competition between mill- 
ers seems to cut the prices so there is no 
profit.” 

H. E. McEchron, Wausau, Wis., 
gives his opinion in a very concise 
manner as follows: ‘'My dear boy— 
because.”’

‘tThe past week has been very good in 
making sales and receiving s ipping 
directions, but while the demand for 
flour has increased, the prices still re- 
main on a very close basis. Feed prices 
are holding up and there is a great de- 
mand for both bran and middlings, and 
we are unable to fill all orders fast 
enough. The farmers are all busy seed- 
ing, the ground being in an excellent 
condition.”’ 


H. Wehmann & Co., Minneapolis: 
‘tMillfeed is in excellent demand and 
rices are advancing. There is very 
ittle to be had in this market for 
rompt shipment. The export demand 
or clears and low grades is improving.’’

This ac- 
tion was taken in direct contradiction 
to a resolution adopted ata recent con- 
vention of exchanges held in Chicago at 
the invitation of the Chicago Board of 
Trade. The members of the Milwaukee 
Chamber of Commerce are exceedingly 
indignant at the course taken by the 
Chicago people, and on Saturday adopt- 
ed resolutions protesting against the 
ruling of the Chicago Board of Trade 
and characterizing it as in decidedly 
bad faith toward members of other ex- 
changes. This action of Chicago in 
yronuibiting the division of commissions 
bes greatly stimulated applications for 
membership on the Chicago board, so 
that Milwaukee people doing business 
in Chicago were obliged to pay exorbi- 
tant prices for memberships, the values 
having risen from $800 to $2,000. A copy 
of the resolutions adopted here will be 
sent to each of the other commercial ex- 
changes represented at the Chicago con- 
ference on Feb. 13 and 14.

There was no material change in the 
character of the flour market last week. 
Some millers ee freer inquiry on 
account of the advancing wheat market. 
but the business seemed to begin and 
end with the inquiry and the firmness 
in wheat had little effect on volume of 
sales of flour. The business was about 
all domestic and was largely confined, 
as has been the case for months past, to 
small orders. There was a moderate 
amount of selling for export, though 
most bids were considered a good deal 
too low, and those that were accepted 
were without profit to the miller. Mill- 
ers quote to London 2ls 3d and 2ls 6d, 
but cables were not over 2ls and most 
were for less than that. The basis for 
clears was about 18s 6d, and for straights 
20s@20s 6d. Kansas mills are, nearly 
all of them, beginning to complain more 
or less about difficulty in procuring 
milling wheat, and here and there are 
mills that without regard to flour sales 
are on reduced time on account of in- 
ability to get wheat. Farmers are be- 
lieved to have a fair amount of both the 
1898 and ’99 crops in their granaries, but 
do not seem to be at all disposed to !et 

o of it until the outlook for the grow- 
ing crop is made pretty certain. Asa 
consequence millers are handicapped. 
Most of the wheat that is left is of good 
milling quality, so that the scarcity is 
not liable to be any greater at any time 
between now and harvest than it is just 
now. City mills have not so far had 
much difficulty, though it has at times 
required close scratching. Flour prices 
remain unchanged; however, while not 
quotably higher, they are considerably 
firmer, and it is believed that it would 
be easier to get advances now than at 
any previous time in weeks.

The new Rex mill stands on the site 
of the old and smaller Rex, burned 
about five years ago. Almost immedi- 
ately following its loss Kehlor Bros. 
had plans prepared for the new plant 
and work was pushed so earnestly that 
the mill was put in operation within a 
short time. hat was in 1896 and the 
mill stands today as then, an example 
of fine construction and thorough equip- 
ment intended for the successful and 
economical making of flour. The mill 
building itself is one of the finest in the 
world, and is practically fire-proof, steel 
girders, brick, and cement being used 
in its construction from the basement to 
the top of its six stories. Mostof the 
warehouse room is constructed on the 
same plan. Init can be stored at one 
time nearly 75,000 bags of flour and other 
mill product. The elevator with a stor- 
age capacity of 250,000 bus, and the pow- 
er house sheltering the 1,000-hp. engine 
and battery of boilers, stand apart from 
the main building, and are separated 
fro n it by sufficient fire walls. Through 
all of its building the idea followed was 
to make the new mill a model in gen- 
eral and in detail.

A good rain would be quite accept- 
able in Oklahoma at this time. Crops 
are growing, but the wheat is so for- 
ward that it requires a good deal of 
moisture to keep it thriving. The mill- 
ing business is reported as very good 
in Oklahoma in regard to the demand, 
but there is not much money init. The 
farmers are gradually See their 
grip on their stocks of wheat, not seeing 
any show for ‘tdollar wheat’’ on this 
crop. The situation of the milling and 
grain interests of Texas are similar to 
those of Oklahoma—rather quiet. Wheat 
prospects are excellent. 


FROM THE TRADE—OKLAHOMA. 


R. Brett, Yukon: ‘tThe milling busi- 
ness is in a very healthy condition. 
Considerable wheat still remains in 
farmers’ hands. The growing wheat 
could not well be better, and there is a 
large acreage..The elevator here has 
changed hands and is now owned by 
the Choctaw Elevator Co.” 


Pond Creek Mill & Elevator Co., D. 
W. Hills: ‘*We are running our mill 
fifteen hours a day. There is not enough 
wheat to Koop going all the time. The 
demand for flour and feed continues 
good. The newcrop looks finely, but 
will soon need rain on account of rapid 
growth and heavy stand.” 


Oklahoma Mill Co., Kingfisher: ‘'A 
very unsatisfactory state of affairs is at 
present existing in the milling and 
grain business here. Oklahoma millers 
are hemmed in by high freight rates, 
Fede pie all to turn their attention to 
local business, resulting in demoralized 
prices. The shortage in the wheat sup- 
ply in both Texas and southern Kansas 
brings mills from these states to this 
market for their wheat supply, making 
prices far out of line with the general 
wheat and flour markets. We are now 
running but half time, doing only local 
business at very unsatisfactory prices. 
The growing wheat is reported in excel- 
lent condition and it is frequently said 
the prospect is the best Oklahoma ever 
had at this time of the year.”’ 


Guthrie Milling Co., Guthrie: ‘'We 
find the demand for good milling wheat, 
both hard and soft, very good among 
the mills. ed pice yoy ptee have given 
up the usual bull ideas and are moving 
their wheat. The prospects in this 
vicinity are very fine for-the new wheat 
crop.”’ 

Canadian County Mills, El Reno: 
‘We are running the mill full time but 
on exceedingly close margins, on ac- 
count of the big premium on ya | 
wheat. It is very discouraging to mil 
under these conditions. The prospects 
for the growing crops are fine, but we 
will be glad to see rain in the near fu- 
ture, as Oklahoma winds are beginning 
to get in their work.”’ 


Perry Mill Co., Perry: ‘'We are still 
on deck and are doing business at the 
same old stand. Our mill is running 
full time, and while most of our prod- 
uct is sold here at home we export the 
surplus, The Englishman seems to like 
Oklahoma flour. Milliag wheat is get- 
ting a little scarce, though we think we 
will be able to bridge over until the 
new crop, which, oF the way, promises 
to be a good one. he oat crop is up in 
good shape. Farmers are now busy 
planting corn. The emigration to this 
country from the eastern states is great- 
er than ever before.” 











° TEXAS. 
_ Georgetown Roller Mills: ‘'The mill- 
ing business is dull. Local wheat is 
scarce and is worth in this market from 
60c. to 65¢; flour, $3.50@3.70 per bbl. The 
growing crop is fine, with a good season 
and no rust as yet,” 
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J. F. Wieser & Co., Dublin: ‘'The 
milling and in trade is quiet. Not 
much more wheat in this section. 
The growing wheat and oats are doing 
well at this time.”’ 

Crystal Palace Mills, Weatherford: 
‘tThe milling and flour trade is quiet. 
The prospects for the new wheat crop 
are flattering. The weather so far has 
been very favorable.”’ 

Cisco Roller Mills: ‘*We have never 
had a better prospect for wheat than at 
this time, and the acreage is the largest 
for years. The old wheat is about all 
gone. The milling business is dull.” 

Gatesville Roller Mills: ‘tOur wheat 
crop so faris the most prommak for 
some poate: and if no disaster befalls it, 
it will be very heavy and of high grade. 
The milling business is quite dull and 
prices are unsatisfactory.’ 

D. L. Doud, St. Jo: ‘tThe mills in 
this part of Texas are not doing a rush- 
ing business; the price of wheat is too 
high for fhat of flour. There are already 
too many mills in the state and new 
ones are being built all the time. The 
outlook for a wheat crop was never 
better, and the acreage is the largest for 
several years.”’ 

Alliance Milling Co., Denton: ‘The 
prospect for the growing wheat was 
never so good as now. The acreage is 
considerably increased. Milling is dull 
and demand light. Feedstuffs are in 
good demand at fair prices. Old wheat 
about all marketed; receipts very light. 
Corn receipts moderate and price fair. 
We shall not be surprised to see Texas 
harvest twice as much wheat as ever 
before.”’ 

J. W. Robinson & Co., Marlin: ‘There 
is not much wheat sown in this section. 
Wheat was nearly all damaged by the 
great flood last summer. There is a 
new mill being built at Lott, Texas, to 
cost about $10,000. C. L. Price will be 
manager; it will be built by a stock 
company. The growing crops of wheat 
and oats are doing well.’’ 

Modern ee Co., Waxahachie: 
‘tA bout all of the last crop of wheat has 
been marketed—very little left in the 
eountry. The flour trade is pretty fair, 
milling only moderate. We need higher- 
priced wheat to make milling better— 
about 90c or $1 per bu. There is a good 
demand for feedstuff. The proeposte 
for the coming new crop are ne, with 
considerable increase in acreage.’ 

L. F. Grimes & Son, Belton: ‘'The 
wheat crop in our section is as fine as 
ever known at this time of the year. 
The milling business is very good for 
the season. Wheat bran is quite an 
item with us at present. The local 
flour trade is very good. We put out in 
one day 25,000 pounds of flour, princi- 
pally exchange. It takes a steady day’s 
run to keep up with the demands.”’ 


The Lillard Milling Co., Denton: ‘'tWe 
can report a very good trade for the 
products of our mill, but the profits are 
cut pretty short, The wheat prospects 
are very good.”’ 


J. B. Brennan & Son, Sherman: 
‘'There is nothing new in the milling 
business in this locality. The prospects 
for the growing crop were never better.”’ 


The Cameron Mill & Elevator Co., 
Fort Worth: ‘'There are no new devel- 
opments in the milling situation with 
us. We are running the mill full time 
on old orders. The growing wheat 
looks very finely and the recent rains 
have put the crops in almost perfect 
condition. Old wheat is scarce and the 
farmers are holding it for better prices.”’ 


Thomas Harrison & Son, Burnet: ''The 
prospects were never finer for a crop of 
wheat. The needed rain has come and 
very little has run off. A new grist mill 
has been built at Marble Falls, and 
there is some talk of a roller mill going 
up us well.” 


Collin conned. Mill & Elevator Co., 
McKinney: ‘'The prospects for the new 
wheat crop were never better. The rains 
of last week — benefited it and 
the present indications point to a very 
fine harvest. The milling business is 
dull, orders scarce and margins very 
close. Nearly all the old wheat is sold 
and what is not is held at prices too 
high for the miller to use.”’ 


Lewisville Roller Mills, Lewisville: 
‘There is little of interest in regard to 
the milling business in this part of 
Texas. The mills generally are running 
only half time, owing to wheat being 
nearly all marketed. The crop pros- 
pects were never better, with the largest 
acreage ever before sown in the state.”’ 


Guenther & Son, San Antonio, E. R. 
Guenther: ‘We have had several glori- 
ous rains recently which have helped 
the eres and put them in the best pos- 
sible shape. The water power, which 
had been decreasing in this section of 
the state, is again increasing. Our own 
water power has increased to fully 
double in the last few weeks.”’ 


The Terrell Milling Co., Terrell: ‘'The 
milling situation is about the same as 
it has been for some time. The good 
milling wheat is about all out of 
farmers’ hands, and what the mills had 
stored is about all ground up, which 
will make milling from now until har- 
vest up-hill business. The new wheat 
continues to look promising. Corn has 
been planted, and some cotton.”’ 

Whaley Mill & Elevator Co., Gaines- 
ville: *'During the past few weeks the 
demand for flour has not been brisk 
and prices are not altogether satisfac- 
tory. Cornmeal and bran are selling 
well at very satisfactory prices. Since 
wheat was sown last fall conditions 
have been very favorable indeed and 
we could hardly imagine better pros- 
pects for acrop than we have at pres- 
ent,”’ 

NOTES. 

The new Green-Culver elevator at 
Wichita, Kansas, is nearly completed; 
capacity, 25,000 bus. 

John Jensen, a baker of Fort Scott, 
Kansas, is reported to have made 1,5u0,- 
000 loaves of bread in twenty-six years. 

F. Hinz and M. J. Brandenstein of 
San Francisco, prominent rice millers 
and exporters, were recently in Galves- 
ton, ouston and Beaumont, Texas, 
having in view the erection of a rice 
mill at some point yet to be settled 
upon. ; 

The first grist mill in Kansas was a 
windmill near Lawrence, erected by a 
Swede in 1863. For some time it was the 
only mill in the state. The'told mill’’ 
is fast going into op f and a move- 
ment is under way to buy the ground 
and preserve the ancient landmark for 
the benefit of those to come. 

The new mill at Waukomis, Okla., is 
nearly completed and will be ready for 
business by the middle of April. The 
style of the firm is the Waukomis Mill- 
ing Co. and consists of the three Beagle 
brothers and a Mr. Gray. A large por- 
tion of the machinery was brought from 
Bedford, Iowa, where they were former- 
ly in business. A large amount of new 
machinery has been added. The mill 
building is of wood, about 36x40 feet; 
three stories and a basement; capacity, 
150 bbls. 

Corn planting is the work in hand for 
the farmer at present. The method of 
planting most general is ‘‘listing.”” A 
"‘lister”’ is a plow with a double shear 
which throws the earth both ways, mak- 
ing, as it were a ditch, perhaps a foot 
wide at the bottom and from six inches 
to a foot yee Attached to the lister is 
the seeder which drops the corn, a kern- 
el at a time, about sixteen inches apart 
and covers itup. The ground requires 
no previous preparation or plowing. 
The farmer can go into his stubble field 
or cornstalk ground and begin planting 
at once.

“ROGUES IN GRAIN” 


(Subject of front page illustration.| 


Our frontispiece this week, entitled 
‘tRogues in Grain,’ is a reproduction 
of a drawing from an old a cari- 
cature in colors. The original was pub- 
lished in London in July, 1796, ‘by W. 
Fores, No. 50 Piccadilly,’? who adver- 
tised ‘t Folios of Caricatures lent out for 
the Evening.” 

The title of our illustration had a 
meaning at one time in England. Ina 
recent issue of this journal, Kingsland 
Smith mentioned an old circular, dated 
1830, that he had seen. ‘At that time”’ 
(1830), he wrote ‘tthere was a duty on 
wheat on a sliding scale, and there was 
often considerable jockeying with boat- 
loads of wheat to keep them back from 
arriving in an inauspicious time or to 
hurry them and catch a good market. 
This circular gives the average value of 
English wheat for the preceding weeks 
at 65s 5d. On this basis the duty was 
2is 8d. The law was very severe in 
those days and discouraged speculation 
with a firm and anything but gentle 
hand. It was explained to me about 
the ‘rogues in grain,’ who were known 
as ‘regraters’ or ‘forestallers;’ both of 
these committed penal offenses. Sell- 
ing must be done on the market. If 
you waylaid a man on his way to the 
market with a load of wheat and said to 
him, ‘Look here, I will give you 90s for 
your wheat,’ you were a ‘forestaller,’ 
and woe betide you if the law caught 

ou. A ‘regrater’ was a man who 

ought and sold on the same market.’’ 

The watercolor, of which our illustra- 
tion is a fac simile excepting in the 
colors, hangs in the private office of 
W. H. Dunwoody of Minneapolis, vice- 
president of the Washburn-Crosby Co. 
and president of the St. Anthony & Da- 
kota Elevator Co. Mr. Dunwoody, 
while in London some years ago was 
rummaging around in the old-book

stores and came upon a number of old 
drawings, which he bought. This one 
he thought particularly appropriate to 
his business, and he tkerefore had it 
framed and hung in his private office. 
It is often useful, in seasons like the 
present, for instance; for, when the 
country elevator agents write in that 
the farmers report having no more 
wheat, Mr. Bunseoty glances up at 
this old caricature an smilingly mur- 
murs, ‘'Well, you fellows are not so 
new; 1 can go te 100 years better.’’ 
Then he writes his agents to raise their 
bids a cent or two to the farmers-with- 
out-any-wheat, and see if they can’t get 


. a freer movement of the stuff. 


But in the days of our honest old farm- 
er resting so comfortably by the side of 
his mug of ale, elevator companies and 
lines of country horses were unknown. 
But millers even then encumbered the 
earth, and this miller bas a fairly a 
perous appearance. His whi ndi- 
cates, or at least leads one to believe, 
that he ran out of wheat, closed down 
his mill and drove into the country to 
scare up a bit,so that the wheels of 
traffic might not be delayed longer than 
absolutely necessary. nder similar 
circumstances, one can easily imagine 
Mr. Bell driving into the country fora 
load of wheat should they run_ short 
down at the Washburn-Crosby mills. 

But seriously, this old picture is help- 
ful to usin this progressive age, for it 
shows that while the world has certain- 
ly moved onward, human nature is 
about the only thing that has balked— 
stood up on its hind legs and absolute- 
iy refused to move along with the crowd. 

he buying, selling and handling of 
grain has developed into great systems 
of almost perfection. The steady move- 
ment of grain and grain products has 
reached a volume second in importance 
to no other commodity; while the sys- 
tem of moving it, by rail and water, is 
the outcome of marvelous ingenuity. 
As for milling, it has become a science 
compared with which eee 100 years 
ago was the mere crushing of grain. 

Mee ee that man touches has 
changed and improved, been brought 
from crudeness to perfection; new and 
wonderful things have been invented— 
brought out of nothingness, in the last 
100 years, and all the work of man. Yet 
human nature, or the nature of a being 
who can improve everything but him- 
self, alone stands still. Miller or mer- 
chant, farmer or preacher, mechanic or 
lawyer, still labors under the unhappy 
delusion that the best end of a bargain 
by right belongs to him. The miller 
still believes that cut rates are for him 
alone; that wheat is too high and flour 
too low; that his competitors are getting 
some advantage that he cannot; that 
every other miller is his enemy, and 
that it’s a pretty tough world anyway. 
The farmer is the same ill-used, down- 
trodden, swindled-at-every-turn, mis- 
understood son of toil, in his own mind, 
that he was July 20, 1796, the date of our 
caricature. Everything that he has 
touched has —_- and developed. 
His land is plowed by the hired man 
roosting on a sulky plow. His grain is 
cut by the same hireling sitting in an 
opera chair upon a self-binder; and it is 
threshed in a machine bearing the mot- 
to, ‘'You press the button and I’ll do 
the rest.’”?> The grein is finally sold by 
the farmer ‘for future delivery” on the 
nearest exchange. His hogs and cattle 
are ‘tblooded stock” now, their pedi- 
grees are registered and there is a price 
on each of their noble heads that causes 
the farmer to smile oyfully in anticipa- 
tion. Then, too, with his family, he now 
drives to town and home ayain in a fine 
spring wagon and behind a rattling 
good team of horses. Whereas, 104 
years ago, he wearily plodded his home- 
ward way across country. 

Everyt ing but the nature in him has 
changed. Ifa miller should go to him 
tomorrow to buy his grain, he would 
scent a bargain, as of old; his face 
would take on a eg tne expression, 
and as -he would puff his pipe comforta- 
bly, he would make reply: 

‘Lord love thee—l’ve got no corn! 
consider what a harvest it was! but how 
much art thee willing to give if I could 


find any.”’

For the 
same week of 1899 the output was 7,197 
bbls, against 8,821 in 1898. The wheat in 
store at Indianapolis for the week end- 
ing the 7th was 126,851 bus, a decrease of 
19,260 bus. 

FROM THE TRADE—INDIANAPOLIS. 


Blanton Milling Co: ‘'Business has 
been fair with us this week, and we sold 
our full output. Prices were not very 
satisfactory, however, but as we got as 
much as our competitors, we should be 
satisfied. The demand for feed contin- 
ues good at some advance over last 
week’s prices for prompt shipment. Of- 
ferings of wheat have been very limited. 
Country shippers and farmers are pro- 
nounced bulls on account of the un- 
favorable outlook of the growing crop.”’ 

George T. Evans: ‘tWe have been 
running full time this week, but have 
not been able to book in advance as 
much as we made, and fear that if we 
did book more, we would have diffi- 
culty in getting wheat. Very little 
wheat is offered from country dealers, 
though we note there is more than for 
several weeks past. Feed is strong at 
the best prices that we have had. Grow- 
ing crop reports continue to come in 
more ne than heretofore. Seed 
dealers are sel = more oats and corn 
for re-planting wheat fields than they 
have for years. The outlook is not at 
all encouraging, even after several days 
of warm weather.”’ 


Acme Milling Co: ‘tOur mill has run 
full time this week. We have found a 
better inquiry both for domestic and 
foreign dealers. A great many of the 
bids were too low for our acceptance, 
yet a fair number of orders were placed 
on our books. The demand for bran 
continues to be quite active, and prices 
are well maintained. Our reports from 
the wheat fields continue very unsatis- 
factory. We have been a littie slow to 
believe some of the reports, but must 
admit now that whatever the weather 
may be, we shall have only a poor 
crop.” 








INDIANA. 

W. L. Kidder & Son, Terre Haute: 
‘tWe are running the mill fifteen hours 
a day, but note no particular improve- 
ment intrade. It is too early to know 
definitely what the coming crop will be. 
Thomas Dunlop of Glasgow was our 
guest last Thursday. He predicts a 
large business with winter wheat con- 
nections the coming year. The compe- 
tition at present with Australia is very 
severe, the English millers using that 
wheat to great advantage.”’ 

J. L. Knauss, Evansville: ‘'The mill 
is running on half time and trade is 
rather sluggish. A great deal of the 
growing wheat appears to be in a very 
bad condition, and reports are coming 
in more and more of the damage already 
done,”’ ; 

Wilton & Whisler, Atlanta: ‘'We are 
running the mill only enough for local 
trade. We see no improvement to speak 
of in the flour trade. The outlook for 
the coming crop can be judged by the 
fact that farmers are buying seed oats to 
sow on wheat ground.”’ 

R. P. Moore Milling Co., Princeton: 
‘The flour business is rather dull just 
at present. The coming crop is not look- 
ing half as well as it did two weeks ago. 
Drouth and the Hessian fiy seem to 
have done their work. We are running 
full time.” 

Loughry Bros., Monticello: ‘'We are 
running the mill daytime only. We 
have several offers for flour, but prices 
are altogether too low to accept. The 
reports on the growing crop are unus- 
ually bad. When we have a good rain, 
followed by fair warm weather, we can 
determine the facts in regard to the crop 
for 1400.”’ 

Corbin Milling Co., New Harmony: 
We are running day and night, with 
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r flour and feed. .The growing crop 

as gone back some in the past week, 
but in general is looking well.” 

National Mill, Water & Light Co., 
Angola: ‘tThe mill has not been ran- 
ning this week. We have had no de- 
mand, except at prices too low to ac- 
cept. Buyers do not follow any advance 
in wheat. The growing crop in this sec- 
tion looks. the worst for years, and re- 
aa from farmers are discouraging. 

e do nof look for more than half a 
crop this year.” 

Igleheart Bros., Evansville: ‘tThe mill 
is running full time, and we find trade 
very active. Farmers report no serious 
damage as yet to the growing crop.” 

The Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: 'tWe 
are running full time, as our water 
roe is good and our stock of wheat 

airly heavy. The movement is free, as 
it is tax-paying time, and the ground is 
rather too wet for farmers to work at 
home. There is quite an improvement 
both in domestic and foreign demand 
for flour, and we are now fairly well 
sold ahead. Margins of profit are not 
what they should be, but we do not ex- 

ect to become millionaires iu the mill- 

ng business for several years. The 
crop is not coming along very well. 
Some say that it cannot, because the 
wheat is dead. Others are more hape- 
ful and say that if we get good weather 
from now on we will have about a half 
crop. Feed is still booming and goes 
at big prices as fast as we can make it.”’ 


OHIO. 

Ansted & Burk Co., Springfield: 'tThe 
mill is running full time. e have had 
a very good trade in flour the past week, 
although at very close prices. We think 
flour cheap at present prices; in fact, 
too much so. ith the scalping market 
that we have had for a few months, 
flour dealers aie timid. Some of these 
days they will awaken to the fact that 
it is true that ‘when a fool makes up 
his mind, the market is over.’ The out- 
look for the crop of 1900, is very poor.’”’ 

Keynes Bros., Logan: ‘'tWe are run- 
ning full time this week, with orders 
booked that will keep us running most 
of next week. Wheat deliveries are 
light. The growing crop here is not in 
a very satisfactory condition. It looks 
to us as though the crop would be a 
short one.”’ 

Allen & Wheeler, Troy: ‘'We are run- 
ning full time, but note no improve- 
ment in trade. We cannot report very 
been mes | on the coming crop as yet, 
but shall be able to form some opinion 
before long. From the talk of the farm- 
ers, we should judge that the crop will 
only be about half of an average.”’ 

The Marion Milling Co., Marion: ‘'We 
are going full time again, after a short 
shut down for repairs. ith the little 
advance in wheat there was some in- 
quiry for flour, and the demand for feed 
is still very good. The growing crop 
looks bad, and unless we have excellent 
spring weather we cannot expect to 
have over half a crop.” 


KENTUORY. 

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘tThe mill 
has run twelve hours a - this week. 
We note no improvement in the flour 
trade. The outlook for the coming crop 
in this part of the country is good.”’ 

Lexington Roller Mills, Lexington: 
‘tThere has been no change in flour 
trade since last week—everything very 
dull, The mill is running daytime. 
Haskins & Co., who were running the 
old Haymond Woolley mill, have shut 
down for the present. They claim that 
there is no money in the business.”’

The improvement in the price of wheat 
this week has resulted in an improve- 
ment in flour, although the volume of 
business has not been large. Prices 
were advanced on go grades, com- 
mensurate with the rise in the price of 
wheat, and Brice asked prices have 
been freely bid. The rise has been ver. 
largely one of asking prices, with mod- 
erate transactions at old figures, and a 
small business at new figures, wherever 
buyers had to have the flour. Buyers 
have not had full confidence in the sta- 
bility of the wheat market, and have 
been inclined to wait for possible re- 
actions. It is also a fact that there has 
been enough re-selling to fill most of 
the demand. With such a situation it 
has been natural that there has been no 
special gain equal to the rise in wheat, 
and there will not be until this re-selling 
has cleared up the flour so held. The 
trade is certainly inclined to indiffer- 
ence, not taking full stock in the gain 
in the future market, looking upon it as 
largely the result of sympat M with the 
gain in corn, particularly as the export 
demand for both wheat and flour has 
been extremely limited this week. 

* 

There has not been enough demand 
for flour outside of a few thousand 
barrels of Kansas, taken direct, to be 
really classed as export demand. Wheat 
has been in about the same shape, and 
naturally under these circumstances, 
and in the absence of pronounced re- 
ports of damage to the Byte crops 
west, there has developed a feeling that 
the rise in wheat was not likely to last 
long. Spring oes are quoted on the 
basis of $3.70@3.85 for standard grades, 
although in some cases more is asked 
but not obtained, Clears are firm and 
in moderate su ply, but the demand is 
not active.

Corn—There has been intense excite- 
ment in corn, and the steady pavenee in 
export limits and in hogs and hog prod- 
ucts has shown that the desire for corn 
both for export and for feeding purposes 
in this country has not let up, and as a 
result speculative buying has had de- 
cided ‘eg as the market has ad- 
vanced. he situation is one which 
causes careful watching of the market. 
Prices have advanced so rapidly that 
there is a little hesitation about follow- 
ing the buying up in large amounts, 
particularly as the high prices makes 
the buyers nervous, and holders seem 
to be disposed to run quickly on signs 
of selling orders. Corn is so much 
above last zo that there is disposition 
to hold off. Nevertheless the export 
demand and the value of corn for feed 
gives a greater stability than usual to 
he speculative advance. At the close 
of the week there was a distinct pause 
in the foreign demand.

At the hearing before Vice-Chancellor 
Pitney to confirm the appointment of 
the receivers for the nited States 
Flour Milling Co., the appointment was 
confirmed. e hearing was on aruleto 
show cause why the appointment should 
not be permanent. he hearing was on 
an objection made by T. W. Shackle- 
ford, of Superior, Wis., who holds bonds 
of $75,000 in the flour trust, and —— 
to General Thomas and Mr. Loring as 
receivers. Mr. Shackleford’s affidavit 
alleged that the parties in favor of the 
Se tasae i and of the receivership 
were largely interested in the compan 
or subsidiary companies, in the Prod- 
uce Exchange Trust Co., which on ac- 
count of holdings of $2,000,000 of the 
flour trust’s securities, was compelied 
to suspend business, that Sullivan & 
Cromwell, attorneys of the Produce Ex- 
change Trust Co., were retained as at- 
torneys of the re-organization commit- 
tee, and also for the Hecker-Jones-Jewell 
receivers; that the plan of re-organiza- 
tion is unfair and inequable, that the 

lan of assessment proposes to raise 

,000,000 in cash, making no provision 
for the retirement of underlying obliga- 
tions, and leaving bondholders in jeop- 
ardy even after payment; that it pro- 
vides for payment in cash for unfunded 
obligations; that the plan of the re-or- 
ganization committee is to protect fa- 
vored interests; that Mr. Loring is not a 
suitable man for the new position as he 
was directly interested in against the 
interest of the flour trust. The affidavit 
further says: 

‘tThat said Albert C. Loring, prior to 
the formation of the defendant corpora- 


tion, was a large owner of the stock of 
the Northwestern Milling Co. of Minne- 
sota. That said Loring sold the con- 
trolling interest in said stock to George 
William Ballou,who bought the same for 
the United States Flour Milling.©é. The 
agreement for the sale provided that he 
was to receive, in addition to the pur- 
chase price of the stock, which had been 
agreed upon, the sum of $250,000 in com- 
mon stock of the United States Flour 
Milling Co., and the sum of $15,000 an- 
nually for several years under a contract 
as general western manager of the 
United States Flour Milling Co., for its 
various manufacturing plants west of 
Buffalo.” 

It is alleged by Shackleford that there 
was no consideration for the $250,000 of 
stock and that it will be one of the du- 
ties of the receivers to recover proper 
consideration for such stock. It is fur- 
ther alleged that Loring’s wife holds 
large amounts of the underlying bonds 
of the milling company, also that Lor- 
ing as general manager discriminated 
in favor of certain mills at Duluth and 
West Superior and closed the mills at 
Superior.

Some interesting information was 
brought out at the are | of the com- 
mittee on freight rate discrimination, 
showing that the number of steamers 
clearing from New York with corn for 
the five years and two months ended 
Feb. 28, had been only 135, against 531 
from Philadelphia and 607 from Balti- 
more.

STEAMSHIPPING NOTES. 


The new Allan Line steamer Tunisian 
sailed from Liverpool on the 6th for 
Halifax on her maiden voyage.

The new Cunard liner Ivernia, which 
is expected to sail from Liverpool for 
this port on April 14,is said to be the third 
largest freight and passenger steamer 
ever built, as far as gross tonnage is 
eoncerned. She has been exceeded only 
by the Oceanic and the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse. In cargo capacity she is 
said to be the largest steamer afloat. 


The new French Line steamer La 
Savoie which is being built for the New 
York service was successfully launched 
on Saturday, March 31. The Savoie is 
a sister-ship to the Lorraine, which was 
launched recently, and is expected to 
make her first trip from New York on 
June 14. The vessels are twin-screw 
express steamers and are among the 
largest ever built in France. 


Among the twenty-five new vessels 
now being constructed for the trans- 
Atlantic service between this and for- 
eign ports are two steamers for the 
Cunard Line, six for the American Line, 
one for the Hamburg-American, three 
for the Holland-America, four for the 
Atlantic Transport, two for the French 
Line, one for the White Star, and two 
for the Wilson. Aside from this four 
large cargo-vessels are being con- 
structed for the American-Hawaiian 
Steamship Co.’s New York-San Francis- 
co-Honolulu service.

Flour, under the alluring influences 
of higher wheat, is gradually emerging 
from the swamp of despair into the sun- 
light of hope. This is no metaphor or 
theory, but a fact, and the man who 
questions it has certainly had no expe- 
rience in the business as a salesman. 
The people must have bread whether 
wheat is falling or rising—oh, yes—but 
the fact remains that those who supply 
the flour from which the bread is made 
—and these in this market are the job- 
bers—rarely if ever do any buying save 
when the raw material is advancing. 
By this arrangement, enough is bought 
on the advances to meet all requirements 
on the declines, hence the consumer is 
never at a loss for the stuff whether the 

rice is high or low. He can eat to his 

eart’s content and the more he eats 
the better, but the point is that the good 
effects of his consumption are never felt 
locally until there is some improvement 
in wheat. Take the week just past as 
an illustration. Flour was salable in 
fair quantities and up to and including 
Thursday morning, particularly as re- 
gards the cheaper offerings, but the mo- 
ment the cereal turned weak there was 
a general feeling of disgust and distrust 
and a complete cessation of all treating 
and trading. In other words, the earl 
firmness brought in the buyers, bot 
domestic and foreign, whereas the late 
weakness ran them out again, proving 

retty conclusively that until dealers 
earn to buy on the breaks higher wheat 
is the only salvation of the trade.

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During the last week the trade has 
again been dull and very unsatisfactory 
and the little activity noted in my report 
last week appears to have died out 
again. Of course there is always a cer- 
tain amount of business passing and 
perhaps there is really more than some 
of the firms would care to have known, 
but all the importers are very unani- 
mous in ore trade dull. The con- 
sumption must have been fairly active 
the last week because the weather has 
been unusually cold for this season and 
in this vicinity there have been hard 
frosts every night. The same weather 
conditions have prevailed largely on 
the continent, and, as a consequence 
the price of feedingstuffs has advance 
somewhat in France, though owing to 
the liberal offerings of wheat in French 
markets the prices of wheat and flour 
are lower. The weakness in wheat there 
is rather remarkable in view of the unfa- 
vorable weather for the spring wheat 
sowing. The large Argentine wheat 
ship seem to be a bugbear to all 
in the trade, as almost all the importers 
that I have interviewed on the situation 
refer to these as a very depressing. fac- 
tor. On the other hand, it is comfortin 
to see that Beerbohm reports the tota 
shipments of wheat and flour to Europe 
in the first 34 weeks of the season com- 
pared with — years as follows: This 
year, 26,795,000 qrs; last year, 31,185,000; 
two years ago, 33,395,000 qrs. In other 
words the shipments of wheat and flour 
so far on this crop have been about 
1,500,000 qrs less than for the correspond- 
ing period last year. The most notable 
changes in the sources of supply this 
year, as compared with last year, are in 
the United States, which has shipped 
,600,000 less than last homed and in 
\rgentina, which has shipped 4,100,000 
more than last year. Roumania, Bul- 
raria and Turkey show a great falling 
off this year, the quantity credited to 
them being 710,000 qrs, compared with 
215,000 last year.

ODESSA MARKET. 


On Feb. 1, the quantity of wheat in 
store at Odessa was 4,950,000 bus, and on 
March 1, (1900) it was 4,100,000 bus. 
Prices are high, higher in fact than they 
are abroad, ranging from 84 to 98 co- 
pecks per pood of 36 pounds. The flour 
market remains in its former dull con- 
dition and the local millers are appeal- 
ing to the government to place a handi- 
cap on flour brought from the mills in 
the interior unless it is at once shipped 
abroad. This is Garrying the prinicple 
of a home market for home mills rather 
far. The curious part of this appeal is 
that it will in all probability be suc- 
cessful. The winter, throughout this 
southern country, has been a severe one 
and there has been an abundance of 
snow. All reports from the districts 
where there are winter crops are ex- 
tremely favorable in regard to growing 
grain. The area sown is not as large 
as last year but with. the continuance 
of favorable conditions the yield should 
be larger. The farmers have been at 
work plowing for two weeks past ih the 


Crimea and the indications point to 
an early spring. 


THE MONEY MARKET—MARCH 27. 


The demand for money is called 
strong though there has not been much 
change in the quotations. There has 
been some difficulty in placing paper, 
however, at the quotations. Fortnightly 
loans on the Stock Exchange are gener- 
ally made at 4% to 5 per cent. The pres- 
ent quoted rates are as follows: Bank 
of England rate, 4 per cent; bankers’ 
deposit rate, 24% per cent; discount 
houses’ deposit rates,2% per cent at 
call and 2% per cent at notice; day-to- 
day loans are quoted at 34 to 4 per cent 
and loans for short periods at 3% to 4 

rcent. The rate of discount on bank 

ills at two months is 3% to 4 per cent. 
On bank bills at three and four months 
the rate is 3% per cent and on bills at 
six months, 3% percent. Very choice 
trade bills are quoted at 4 to 4% per 
cent. Consols have fallen slightly dur- 
ing the week and are now quoted at 
101 11-16 for money against 102% last 
week, and 101 13-16 for the account 
against 102 9-16 last week. The premium 
on the war loan has fallen slightly and 
it now stands at 2 per cent for cash and 
2% for account. 

The bank ae £11,000 in bar gold 
and coin and received £19,000 in sover- 
eigns from the continent, chiefly from 
Holland. 

The report of the Deutsche bank, one 
of the largest German banking institu- 
tions, has just been issued. The net 

rofits for 1899 were £1,016,092, and a div- 
dend of 11 any cent has been paid. The 
sum of £64,109 has ge riated to 
various accounts and ,915-is carried 
forward. 

Soeenang ot the general business in 
hates the report says that Germany 
was enabled to effecta saving of £5,800,- 
000 on the amount payable abroad for 
the four chief cereals, thanks to the 
good German harvest of the preceding 
year. The ease in the money market at 
the beginning of the year enabled the 
Imperial government. and individual 
states to issue loans successfully. The 
Deutsche Bank took over £3,750,000 of 3 
per cent loans for the German govern- 
ment and £6,250,000 from. the Prussian 
government and 3 per cent consols, and 
successfully placed these amounts with 
the public. oney soon became more 
stringent owe on the one hand, to the 
demand for capital depending upon the 
expansion of home industries, and, 6n 
the other hand, to the preparations of 
the South African war which occasioned 
increasing hie cy A in the London 
money market. At the same time these 
preparations caused renewed activity 
on the part of the coal, iron and ship- 

ing interests and helped to prevent in- 

ustrial per al oben from being detri- 
mentally affected by the accompanyin 
rise in the rate ofinterest. In view o 
the present level to which money has 
risen the Deutsche Bank thinks some 
restriction in the demand for fresh cap- 
ital desirable. The average rate of dis- 
count in Berlin during the last year was 
47-16 per cent, which is about % per 
cent more than in the year immediately 
preceding. A portion of the profits de- 
rived from the prevailing higher rates 
of interest has been absorbed in writing 
down the values of state securities, 
which, in common with all first-class 
investments, have experienced depreci- 
ation in their market value.

‘The prices of local mills are about Is 
6d per sack below the parity of Ameri- 
can c. i. f. prices, and to effect sales in 
any quantity of American spot stuff it 
would have to be put on the same value 
as local mills’ flour. However, as im- 
porters are very reluctant to do this, as 
their stocks are running short, busi- 
ness is very restricted.”’ 

Collier & Son, Bristol: ‘'Spot prices 
of American flour are now in line with 
English mills today, value for value 
but unfortunately the price delivere 
to bakers’ lofts or on rails here is below 
the c. i. f. price on clear grade, and for 
patents about an exact equivalentof the 
c. i. f. price. We do not at all appreci- 
ate the situation and are not anxious 
sellers, as we like a small commission 
on business we do, but at present trade 
is dull and unprofitable all round.’’ 

Cochrane & Black, Glasgow: ‘'Min- 
nesota flours are right in competition 
with our home millers, both spot and c. 
i. f., and we have nothing to complain 
of in that department, but the home 
miller has the bulge on us in the winter 
wheat market and makes it impossible 
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for us to buy for shipment at American 
prices without knowingly giving ‘away 
money.” 

Arch. Hamilton & Son, Glasgow: 
‘cOn account of the high price of winter 
wheat flours here local mills are get- 
ting a large share of the trade, and they 
are peewee | a fine article from New Zea- 
land wheat and the high price of bran 
is also much in their favor. | We do not 
think they are so favorably situated 
with spring flours.”’ 

J. C, Grootjan, Amsterdam: ‘tAmeri- 
can clear flour is offered now-a-days at 
8 to 8.25 guilders per 100 kilos c. i. f. 
Amsterdam or otterdam, and the 
prices of local mills are 9@9.50 guilders 
per 100 kilos, Amsterdam. For several 
months past the quality of American 
clear flour has been so bad that it has

Nicola, Koechlin & Co., The Hague: 
‘tAmerican clear flours have lately been 
of poor quality. One well-known Min- 
neapolis brand has sold as low as 7% 
florins, and the consequence is that our 
bakers want a good strong flour to mix 
with this, and oy are oe paying 
9% florins for Dutch straight flour. 
Some bakers want a still better quality 
for which they pay 10% florins to the lo- 
cal mills, and this is the price paid for 
American straight and second patent. 
As arule the quality of the bread is 
much better than it used to. be, and if 
the American clear flours do not im- 
prove it is likely that the Dutch millers 
will not buy y,! more.”’ 

P. C. Vis & Co., The Hague: ''The 
rices of the local mills are comparative- 
y lower than those of American flour 

just now.” 

Jean Vandertaelen & Co., eee: 
‘tAmerican flour of equivalent quality 
cannot compete with home-grown flour 
on account of the duty. Our millers sell 
at 20.50@21 francs per 100 kilos, while 
American flour demands 21 francs and 
added to the duty, which is 2 francs, 23 
francs per 100 kilos.”’ 

Wolfgang Kahn, Mannheim: ‘'The 
present prices of flour of the mills in 
this neighborhcod are: No. 00, 27% 
marks; o. 0, 24% marks; No. 1, 22% 
marks; No.3, 214 marks; No. d 18% 
marks per 100 kilos from the mili. if 
you add 7% marks duty to the American 
offers you can understand that the 
prices are too high.

I asked President Read of the London 
Flour Trade Association the other day 
what —— the association has taken to 
oppose the legislation asked for by the 
dock :companies, to which I have pre- 
viously referred, and which if secured 
would result in a considerable increase 
in the cost of handling flour in the port 
of London. Mr. Read said that the as- 
sociation had joined the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce in protesting against 
the bill and he thought there was very 
little likelihood of its becoming a law. 
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Frank H. Heffelfinger arrived in Lon- 
don about a week ago and he leaves 
April 1 for Liverpool. He reports hav- 
ing had a very interesting time on the 
continent. e was particularly inter- 
ested in St. Petersburg which seemed 
very different from the other places he 
visited and he says he was never tired 
of watching the gay life along the Nev- 
skiy, which is the principal street in St. 
Petersburg, and where there is always a 
good procession of sleighs, which dash 
along at a tremendous pace.

When calling at the office of S. Howes, 
which has been for many years on 
Mark Lane near the market, to see Man- 
ager Irwin the other day, I chanced to 
notice a machine which looked exactly 
like acentrifugal such as is used in 
laundries for drying clothes, but totally 
unlike any milling machine I had ever 
seen. I inquired about it and on look- 
ing into it | was very much pleased 
with the principle of its construction. 
It is a whizzer for drying the wheat as 
it leaves the washer. The machine is 
rather a small affair, only 25 inches in 
diameter and 26 inches high. It is bolt- 
ed to the floor and works with compara- 
tively little power and is claimed to 
have no vibration. The great advan- 
tage claimed for it is that it will not 
abrade the bran. The wheat enters at 
the bottom of the machine. The cen- 
trifugal cylinder is of brass; its sides 
are perpendicular and the high speed at 
which it revolves throws the moisture 
off the wheat. Inside the cylinder is a 
hollow drum, around which is a double- 
threaded screw which causes the wheat 
to rise gradually to the top, where it 
falls over the edge of the centrifugal 
cylinder. These machines were taken 
up by S. Howes last summer. They 
have already been introduced into some 
of the leading British mills, like those 
of Spillers & Baker at Cardiff, and Jo- 
seph Appleby & Sons, Liverpool, and I 
understand that three of them have been 
shipped to America, where I venture to 
predict that the machine will have a 
very successful future.

THE QUEEN AT WOOLWICH. 


Last Thurday on going to London 
Bridge station on my way home in the 
evening, I noticed a considerable dis- 
play of flags about the South Eastern 
railway building and on inquiring ofa 
‘tbobby”’ the cause of the a ow he 
briefly answered, ‘'Royalty.’’ This re- 
minded me that the queen on that day 
was visiting the wounded in Herbert 
hospital at Woolwich, and she made 
part of her journey over the South East- 
ern railway, which has a station at Lon- 
don bridge. Though the Queen is 80 
well along in years she is very active 
and sympathetic in visiting the wound- 
ed in the hospitals and generally in 
showing her personal interest in her 
people. At Woolwich she was taken 
through different wards, where she saw 
both medical and surgical cases and she 
asked particularly to have members of 
the Irish regiments and colonial troops 
pointed out to her. One wounded sol- 
dier explained to the Queen how he was 
shot I8 times at Colenso and was re- 
ported dead. The Queen saw 114 cases, 
having a word or two for each and she 
also presented each patient with a bunch 
of flowers. Her visit was made a gala 
occasion for the townspeople at Black- 
heath, who turned out in enormous 
crowds though the day was a cheerless 
one. There were some presentations of 
flowers made to the Queen. One that 
elicited considerable amused interest 
was that made by a little boy of eight 
years old, who was dresssed in the khaki 
and scarlet uniform of a South Wales 
lancer and mounted on a Shetland pony 
led by a groom. This boy presented 
her majesty with a bouquet as the rep- 
resentative of the ladies of Blackheath.

Dawns the second half of February 
the market here became bese flat, be- 
cause mild weather had set in, and in 
consequence of the reopened inland 
navigation large arrivals of wheat were 
expected here. The trade in flour also 
was most unsatisfactory and the mills 
refrained -from buying. It soon ap- 
peared, though, that the arrivals of 
wheat did not come up to expectations, 
and at the beginning of arch the 
weather turned wintry again and 
looked rather threatening for the young 
crops. No definite damage of any ex- 
tent has been reported so far, but there 
was a very general feeling that the 
weather was abnormal, and the fact of 
the fields being bare and the plant look- 
ing weak and sickly, another tendency 
set in and the market has since become 
more and more steady, as the stocks on 
spot, both in the hands of millers and 
dealers have gradually got much re- 
duced. 

The wheat market has also been in- 
fluenced by damages suffered by the 
Austrian rye crop and the enormous 
demand for maize which has sprung 
up, and prices of wheat have now re- 
gained about 8c to 10c from the lowest 
point reached. Itis mostly the mid- 
dling qualities of wheat which have 
profited by this advance, for the finest 
qualities had already been held com- 
Eoamvey high for months past, and 
he lower qualities are neglected even 
now and find a very difficult sale. 

*% 

Business in flour is still unsatisfacto- 
ry and stocks have been increasing, so 
that the mills are now estimated to have 
on hand about 40,000 tons of flour, which 
isavery heavy stock to carry. To 
game alone are well maintained, an 

ave even improved a little since last 
week, when rather important sales were 
made to the United Kingdom. The 
sales, though, have not given satisfac- 
tion, asthe mills had to accept even 
lower prices than were obtainable 
about the endof January and beginning 
of February. 

The home demand remains insignifi- 
cant and middle grades have of late un- 
cerpone a small depreciation of value. 

Though the mills are making strenu- 
ous efforts to get rid of their surplus 
stocks, they do not succeed in some of 
the middle and lower grades, because 
the general output has again been too 
large for this time of year, and unfortu- 
nately the mills could not find a suita- 
ble basis to work on together and to 
regulate their output, as should have 
been done. 

Business in bran is very firm, and for 
a number of years we have not had such 
a large and constant demand. For 
six or seven months the mills have had 
no bran on 2 and for spring deliv- 
ery $1.72@1.76 is readily paid. From 
pear es f the demand remains good 
and lately there have even been inqui- 
ries for autumn delivery, but little has 


been done so far, buyers’ ideas being 


only about $1.55 per qtl.

It cannot be proven by this letter that 
there has been any change in the basic 
conditions of the wheat markets to jus- 
tify about a 2c bulge in prices which 
the week bears witness to at one time. 
It has been, in my judgment, a purely 
speculative turn in the markets. The 
corn markets have been the storm cen- 
ter of the price movement for all cere- 
als. The advance has been large and 
naturally a part of it was reflected in 
wheat. The outlook at the close of the 
week indicates ey liquidations and 
possibly a reaction in prices. I do not 
see that the world furnishes any real 
changes in price influences. It is too 
early for conclusions upon the result of 
the fall-sown wheat. Argentine wheat 
movement is reduced but there is wheat 
enough moving on both sides of the 
ocean to prevent much decrease in con- 
tinental stocks. Liverpool shows a de- 
crease in March of about 600,000 bus. 
American prices of wheat are on a ship- 
ping basis to Liverpool, but that con- 
dition has not augmented business and 
the demand for cash wheat for export 
has very much declined. We need a 
crop scare and perhaps we may get one. 
ot reports from Ohio, Indiana and 
Michigan are ver yonyeops ng | These 
states produced 79,000,000 bus last year, 
and are capable of much more, The 
promise now is for only half that quan- 
tity this year, But, as I have said, our 
wheat field is a very large one now, and 
we must wait for the grand round-up 
of outlouk, — 

A cable today states that English 
stocks of wheat have decreased since 
Jan. 1, 6,000,000 bus and flour 344,000 
bbls; corn, 4,036,000 bus. I presume to 
express my doubt about the extent of 
this decrease.

If the margin for profit on flour has 
not been increased in the week, there 
has been a better demand and millers 
in Toledo have generally sold their out- 
put.

The exports of wheat and flour from 
both our coasts and Canada in the week 
ending Thursday, equaled 3,837,000 bus; 
in previous week, 2,962,000; last year, 
3,385,000. Excess in 1900, 452,000 bus. It 
will thus be seen that the receipts of 
wheat for the week at nine western 
points are 149,000 bus more than in 1899 
and the exports are 452,000 more than 
then.

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THE ORIGINAL “WHEAT PIT.” 


When one travels in the far west, one 
is constantly on the lookout for novel- 
ties, and finds them at every turn, from 
prairie dogs and natives to sunsets and 
earthquakes. To me the greatest and 
most refreshing novelty that the won- 
derful country west of the Rocky mount- 
ains contains, is the early settler, the 
man who went out there ahead of rail- 
roads and helped bring up the country 
by hand, and then forgot the east. No- 
»hody was born west of the mountains 
intit quite recently. It is a noticeable 
ihing that new people in the far west al- 
ways ask you before you have shaken 
off the dust of travel, how you like the 
country. Often they don’t even wait 
until you have arrived anywhere; if 
they get a chance, they will ask about 
it on the train. Now an old settler will 
never do that. He takes it for granted 
that you approve of the clmate and oth- 
er accessories of the country or you 
wouldn’t be there. Moreover, he has 
forgotten that there is anything worth 
considering east of the mountains. 

I have therefore learned to avoid the 
new westerner when traveling out that 
way, for I usually have opinions about 
the sage-brush plains and alkali des- 
erts that are sacred and which I do not 
care to discuss in public, But when in 
a lonesome mood on the train I seea 
genuine old westerner, I approach him 
cautiously and don’t make any fool re- 
marks about the weather; for, like the 
cast, he doesn’t know that there is any 
weather. After a critical examination 
of me, if I see that I am regarded favor- 
ably, I know that for an hour or so mo- 
notony of travel is banished. It may 
be atale of crossing the plains, or of 
fighting Indians, hunting or trapping, 
gold oo or gambling, or of the hap- 
py days before the railroads ‘' brought 
the people into the country and took out 
the wealth.”’ 

The particular old-timer that I have 
in mind, I met on a train in Oregon. He 
was lamenting the day when the rail- 
road came with all the new-fangled no- 
tions of the east, and told how easily 
they got along before. He was a ranch- 
er, and told of ranch life and work. 
Considerable wheat was raised ut that 
time, he said, but there wasn’t a thresh- 
ing machine in the country. The way 
they threshed the grain, as told by him, 
was indeed a novelty such as only the 
original west can produce. To the flails 
of the east in olden times it was asa 
cyclone to a summer’s breeze. 

A floor on which to thresh was first 
prepared in an original manner. A cir- 
cular inclosure some forty feet in diam- 
eter was built of poles, and a post set in 
the center. Then inthe winter or rainy 
season, when the ground was saturated, 
ten or a dozen ponies, ‘'cayuses,’’ were 
turned in and a man took his station at 
the center-post. With a ns whip he 
started the ponies on a wild gallop 
around the inclosure. The mud would 
fly about in chunks, like leaves in a 
whirlwind, until the fence and the 
horses and the man in the middle 
looked like original sin. Then the mud 
grew thinner and thinner as the water 
worked into it, until the ground was one 
great pool of yee *'gumbo” to. the 
horses’ knees. hen the proper con- 
sistency had been reached, so that the 
surface would settle back again even 
and glassy, the ponies were liberated 
and the man waded out. The rest was 
left to nature. 

When the rainy season had passed and 
the sun came out to bake the earth toa 
turn, the little inclused lot came 
in for its share of baking. It grew 
harder and harder under the intense 
heat of the sun, until it was little short 
of solid rock. It dried without a crack, 
and its surface was as smooth as a bill- 
iard table and as level as nature could 
make it. 

Threshing-time brought the cayuses 
into requisition again. The grain was 
spread over the hard surface as deep as 
practice had taught the ranchers was 
est, the unshod ponies were driven in, 
the man with the long whip took his po- 

ition at the center-post, and the thresh- 
ng machine was started. The dry, ripe 
wheat was ground out of the heads and 
settled to the ground. In a short time 
the straw was empty and the ponies 
were driven out. 

With pitchforks the straw was tossed 
up so that any stray kernels would be 
liberated, then it was thrown over the 
fence. The wind easily separated the 
chaff from the wheat, and the latter was 
swept up and gathered into bags or put 
into bins. 

Doubtless some of these primitive 
threshing-floors will be discovered by 
delvers after the ancient in a thousand 
years from now, and the wise men will 
Wrinkle their brows and puzzle their 
heads to find to what uses they were put 
by primitive man. Perhaps they will 
conclude that they must have been little 
amphitheaters, or the ‘'wheat pits’ of 
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history, in which such bloody battles 
were fought between bulls and bears, 
which abounded in the land in those

MR. JAMES QUIRK. 


The subject of our sketch, James 
Quirk, is one of the more prominent 
northwestern millers operating mills 
outside of Minneapolis. He is a resi- 
dent of Minneapolis, living in a preten- 
tious brown stone residence, and has his 
main office here. Two mills which he 
owns are located at Waterville and Mont- 
gomery, Minn., and a third in which he 
isa a stockholder is at Montevideo, 
Minn. The main office has long dis- 
tance telephone connection with each 
plant and is therefore able to have direct 
communication with them at any time. 

Mr. Quirk has come into es- 
pecial prominence within the 
past five years. He has been 
very successful, his business 
expanding at a rapid rate and 
he is counted among the more 
wealthy and influential mill- 






and entered LU gee the practice of law. 
Having formed the acquaintance of the 
late William Everett, in 1884 he joined 
that gentleman in the purchase of the 
mill at Waterville, which had been 
built in the preceding year. Mr. Ever- 
ett’s health failing, the management de- 
volved upon Mr. Quirk. Within a year 
the latter finding ee more _profit- 
able than the law, leased the mill on his 
own account and gave his entire atten- 
tion to the business. It is hardly neces- 
sary to say he prospered; it was not long 
before the capacity of the mill was in- 
creased to 250 bbls. 

In 1891, W. J. Jennison became a part- 
ner of Mr. Quirk and they purchased 


the mill of Miller & Phelps at Mont- - 


gomery, Minn., at once enlarging it to 
400 bbls. The firm also acquired several 
elevators through which to obtain a 
supply of wheat elles: genome A Mr. 

Jennison sold his interest 
to Mr. Quirk in 1896, and 
the business has since been 
conducted in corporate form 
under the name of the James 
Quirk Milling Co. Itisa 
strong point with Mr. Quirk

ers of the northwest. Mr. Quirk is of 
Manx descent, his grandparents coming 
from the Isle of Man, settling at Roch- 
ester, N.Y., in an early day. His father 
was one of the pioneers of Grant county, 
Wis., settling there in the forties. The 
subject of this sketch was born July 18, 
1849. When but six years old his father 
died and his mother’s death occurred 
two years later. Thus left an orphan, he 
went to live with friends of the family 
on afarm in Iowa county, Wis. There 
was the inherent desire in the boy to rise 
in the world, and after ten years spent 
on the farm, during the winters of 
which he attended school, he entered 
the academy at Linden, Wis. In 1868, 
he became a student at the University 
of Wisconsin at Madison and, was gradu- 
ated in 1873 with the degree of B. 8S. In 
the years of 1873, 1874 and 1875 he served 
as city engineer of Madison. Having a 
desire to follow the profession of a law- 
yer, he entered the law department of 
the Wisconsin University, graduating 
in 1876. He located at Waseca, Minn., 


that most of his employees have been 
with him for many years, and several 
are minor stockholders in the company. 
Harlow S. Lewis, who is secretary and 
treasurer, has been with Mr. Quirk eight 
years. A. Kenrick, local manager at 
Waterville, has a record of twelve years’ 
service. He was assistant manager un- 
til the main office was removed to Min- 
neapolis, and would have come here 
with the company had his health not 
been poor. M. Powell has been 
local manager at Montgomery since the 
mill was built. Ed Sweeney, engineer 
for Miller & Phelps when Mr. Quirk 
succeeded them, is now in charge of 
both the Montgomery and Waterville 
steam plants. The company has five 
flour salesmen on salary, of whom T. J. 
Martin covers Illinois, with head- 
quarters at Ottawa. D. W. Tobias looks 
after a portion of the Illinois trade un- 
der the supervision of Mr. Martin. E. 
O. Faucett represents the company in 
Pennsylvania outside of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Quirk has always demonstrated 
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his ability to secure trade and then hold 
it, and .the result has been that his 
mills, representing a daily capacity 
of over 1,200 bbls, have been operated 
with exceptional steadiness. y_ fre- 
quent improvements he keeps his plants 
on a thoroughly modern basis and turns 
outa product that the trade, both do- 
mestic and foreign, seems to want. This 
point is well attested by the frequent 
additions to the capacity of his mills 
that Mr. Quirk has found it necessary 
to make. 

Mr. Quirk has material interests out- 
side of ern J He is treasurer of the 
Northwestern Life Insurance Co. of Mip- 
neapolis, which carries policies aggre- 
gating nearly $20,000,000; is a director of 
the Security bank, one of the largest 
financial institutions of Minnesota; a 
director of the Bank of Waterville; and 
is trustee of Hamline University, the 
only Methodist college in the northwest. 
In politics, Mr. Quirk is a pronounced 
republican, and at the last presidential 
election was a member from Minnesota 
of the presidential electoral college. 
While residing in Waterville, he was 
mayor for two terms and for eleven 
years served as president of the school 
board. It was quite natural that he 
should have been very active in promot- 
ing the interests of that city. 

f Mr. Quirk’s family of four children, 
his eldest son, James Park Quirk, is in 
the Minneapolis office of the company, 
though his father hopes to later induce 
him to complete his course in college. 





Rice in the Philippines. 


In a bulletin published by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, S. A. Knapp has 
the following to say of rice in the Phil- 
ippines: 

‘tIn the Philippine islands rice culture 
varies considerably from the oriental 
type. There is very little hand cultiva- 
tion of the soil. Plowing with the water 
buffalo is universal, with plows of the 
most primitive kind; “ex in beds 
and transplanting to the fields is the 
general rule, but there is considerable 
broadcast sowing in the fields. Climat- 
ic conditions have determined these va- 
riations from the general type. The 
rainy season commences in May. There 
is usually enough rain in this month to 
moisten the soil and ‘fit it for plowing. 
In June or July the rice can be trans- 
planted or sown in the fields, with a 
reasonable prospect that there will be 
sufficient rain to induce growth. In 
case of transplanting, the rice is sown 
in.seed beds the same as in Japan or 
China. In some cases the tops of the 
young plants are pruned slightly. The 
plants are transplanted the latter part 
of July. In May or June, when the soil 
is moist, the fields are plowed; later 
the rains convert the plowed field into 
shallow ponds, all outlets in the em- 
bankments surrounding them having 
been closed after plowing. The soil is 
then worked with a heavy rake, which 
converts the pond into mud; into this 
mud and water the rice plants are set. 
The heavy rains of — August and 
September flood the fie ds and perfect 
the crop. 

The annual rainfall ranges from 6% 
to 10.1 feet, mostly falling in the months 
of June, July, August, September and 
October. Under such conditions it re- 
quires very little assistance from the 
surrounding country to flood the rice 
fields. 

‘The harvest occurs in December. 
The rice is cut, bound in very small 
bundles, and left upon the field until 
partially dry; itis then carried to the 
narrow levees around the field, and 
piled on top of them in long ricks about 
two feet high and as long as required for 
the amount of grain. he heads of the 
lower half of the rick are all in one di- 
rection, and hang over and clear of the 
bank; the heads of the upper half are in 
the reverse direction, and hang over 
and clear the butts of the straw of the 
lower section. It is threshed by hand; 
dried on mats and cleaned by winnow- 
ing. 

The average product per acre in 
the Philippines, under their tenant sys- 
tem, is about €00 pounds when no spe- 
cial attention is paid toirrigation. The 
largest estate in the islands gave me, 
from their books, the yield at 560 pound 
of paddy per acre. On irrigated land 
the yield was 2,000 pounds. One man 
and a buffalo farms 2% acres of rice; 
two men and four buffaloes farm 2% 
acres of sugar cane. This shows that 
one man inthe United States, with our 
improved machinery, is equal in the 
rice field to at least thirty Filipinos. 
They are paid for farm work 20 cents 
per day in silver, which is equal to 10 
cents in gold, consequently their wages, 
while seemingly low, are as high, when 
compared with their earning open: 
as $3 per day for American farm hands. 
From the $3 per day, however, must be 
deducted, for a full comparison, the 
rental of the machinery.”’ 
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Great Falls. 





Away to the north of Bozeman, on 
the Missouri river far above where it 
receives its name of ‘tthe Big Muddy,”’ 
Great Falls is located. Here the water 
of the mighty river is fresh from the 
mountain snows, and is clear and cold; 
moreover, it is usefal, for here is a water 
power of fabulous value, yet compara- 
tively little of it has so far been utilized. 

The city, of course, is most noted for 
this great water power. In less than 
eight miles, there is a total fall of 512 
feet. With this all improved, it is esti- 
mated that an average flow of water 
will permit the development of 300,000 
horse power. There are a series of falls 
and only one of these has so far been 
developed, making 25,000 horse power 
available. The power is largely util- 
ized in copper smelting. bat, water- 
wheels are in use, deve oping about 12,- 
000 horse power. Two of ‘these are 57- 
inch New Americans, developing 2,700 
horse power and driving two of the 
largest electric generators in the United 
States. More water-wheels are about 
to be introduced. 

One of the manufactories deriving 

ower from this immense water power 
is the Royal Milling Co., which oper- 
ates a 400-tbl flour mill. This company 
is well known to the trade from its close 
affiliations with the Washburn-Crosby 
Co, of Minneapolis. It is really a 
branch of the latter. James J. Hill, 
president of the Great Northern road, is 
deeply interested in the water power at 
Great Falls, and it was through his in- 
strumentality that the Washburn-Cros- 
by Co. built the Royal mill. W. M. At- 
kinson is manager for the Royal com- 
pany. He ‘'developed’”’ in the main 
office at es and possesses 
both the ability and experience to hand- 
le the business in a successful manner. 

To induce manufactories to locate at 
Great Falls, concessions have been 
made in the price of water power, and 
it,is reported that the industries alread 
there pay but nominal rates. ~ . 
neer Rinker, to whom I am indebted for 
information about the water power, 
did not care to state what terms the 
Power company would be willing to 
make to large Fenn users, but he said 
that they would necessarily be less fa- 
vorable than those made to the pioneer 
users. 

When the Royal Milling Co. located 
in Great Falls, little or no wheat was 
grown in that part of the country. Un- 
der proper encouragement, however 
farmers sowed hard spring wheat and 
the crop now yearly harvested goes far 
toward furnishing raw material for the 
mill. Mr. Atkinson is of the opinion 
that the country is capable of success- 
fully producing wheat on a much larger 
scale, and that the acreage will steadily 
increase from year to year. He says 
that hard spring wheat sown in that 
partof Montana does not deteriorate 
and run out as in some localities, but 
retains largely the characteristics of the 
Minnesota grain. 

At Great Falls, like other Montana 
cities, considerable quantities of corn- 
meal, oatmeal, buckwheat flour and 
other cereal products are consumed and 
they have to be shipped in from Nebras- 
ka and other states. 


Helena. 





This city, although the capital of 
Montana, is quite tame in comparison 
with its neighbor, Butte. The fact of its 
being the capital is its long suit. How- 
ever, it is a city of something less than 
20,000 inhabitants and possesses build- 
ings of a creditable character. Like 
many other places in Montana, mining 
was responsible for its up-building. 
In early days, gold was mined in what 
are now its business streets. 

Helena is something of a distributing 
point and is considerable of a buyer of 
flour, cornmeal, rolled oats, ete. The 
flour comes largely from Great Falls, 
Bozeman and Kalispell. The mill atthe 
latter point is pushing its product 
very actively. Some Jamestown (N. 
D.) and Minneapolis flour is also sold, 
bakers in particular wanting it for use 
in securing the most desirable mixture. 
The consumption is not as large as 
formerly. Jornmeal comes mostly 
from Nebraska and the rolled oats from 
Iowa. The American Cereal Co. has a 
good trade in this city on rolled oats 
and other cereals and seems to be able 
to hold it. Buckwheat flour is secured 
from Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 

The local firms work together to the 
extent of pooling their orders and buy- 
ing by the carload. This enables them 
to obtain goods frequently and have 
them fresh. ‘'Pillsbury’s Best,’’ pay- 
ing a rate of 68c is jobbed at about $1 
per bbl over Jamestown flour, which 


pays a rate of 50c, while Great Falls 
was sold at 30c under Jamestown, and 
Nelson Story, Bozeman, at about 70c 
under. The Great Falls fiour is consid- 


ered as a hard wheat product. Corn- 
meal is jobbed at $1351.40 per 100 


pounds in 24%-pound sacks and oat- 
meal at $4.25 per bblin sacks. Quite a 
business-is done in ground feed, the 
eorn coming from Nebraska. Local 
dealers would like to handle oil meal 
were it possible to receive it in mixed 
cars at a rate that other cereal products 
obtain. A rate of $1.40 per 100 pounds 
however, has to be paid from Iowa, an 

that is prohibitory. 

About Helena, water is lacking for 
irrigation and therefore its grain crops 
are very limited. 

There is a 100-bbl mill in the place 
but it has not been operated for severa 
years. The machinery is out of date 
and the mill will not likely soon dis- 
turb the inhabitants with its rumbling.

CORN AND CORNMEAL.

He 
says that so far coopers have not been 
inclined to make contracts for summer 
delivery. 

At their annual election last Monday 
the Hennepin County Barrel Co. elected 
the following officers: Thomas Flan- 
nery, president; F. Gagacki, secretary 
and treasurer. ‘the board of managers, 
besides the president and the secretary, 
are J. McGonigle, R. L. Towle, and Jo- 
seph Nock. r. Flannery has served 
as president of the company before and 
Mr. Gagacki has been the secretary for 
many years. 

There was a heavy decrease in the 
sales and make of barrels last week 
caused in part by an accident to one o 
the large mills, necessitating a shut- 
down, and also because the mills as a 
whole were running somewhat lighter 
than they have been, and the entire ab- 
sence of any Sunday running.

There is nothing of special interest 
to report of the stock situation this 
week.

here seems to be no desire at present 
to make contracts for the summer, as 
the present price of stock is much higher 
than usual at this season. In years 
when the price has been normal at this 
time contracts for the future have been 
freely made, but just now both seller 
and buyer are so firm in their views that 
the future will tend to place prices in 
their favor that they both prefer to wait. 
Elm stock which is considered the most 
desirable for flour barrels staves is be- 
coming scarce and the price is advanc- 
ing, other woods are therefore being ex- 
perimented with in the hope of finding 
something which will prove satisfacto- 
ry and which can be obtained at a lower 
price. One Michigan factory has got 
out a small quantity of maple and beech 
staves which are to be shipped to this 
market in the near future and givena 
trial. Just how much cheaper this 
stock could be supplied than elm could 
not be determined at present.

The flour imports into Rio Janeiro 
were heavier in 1899 than in 1898 and 
amounted to 300,862 bbls, against 273,137 
in 1898; but the consumption was also 
heavier, having been 317,862 bbls, 
aginst 271,187 in 1898, Daring is the 
Ri. Flour Mills Go. received 12 tons 
of wheat from Argentina, and turned 
out 537,687 bbls of flour, against 413,065 
in 1898 and 407,602 in 1897. The Fulmin- 
_ensis mill received 32,531 tons of wheat 
and turned out 265,026 bbls of flour, 
ag: inst 239,185 in 1898, and 177,178 in 1897. 

The general movement in the Rio 
market during 1899 was as follows: 
Stock Jan. 1, 87,000 bbls; arrivals - 
862; sales, 317,862; stock Dec. 31, 20,000. 
The imports were as follows: From 
the United States, 142,589 bbls; River 
Plate, 156,309; various, 1,964; total, 300,- 
862. 3 

In previous years the flour imports 
were a8 follows: 1895, 341,609 bbls; 1896, 
375,935; 1897, 336,533; 1898, 273,137. 

With regard to corn, there has been a 
very heavy decrease in the River Plate 
imports. In 1899 the imports into Rio 
Janeiro were 275,914*%bags, the returns 
for the previous years having been, 1895, 
919,760; 1896, 1,496,556; 1897, 1,244,097; 1898, 
422,286. 

News has been received from Rio Ja- 
neiro to the effect that Albano da Fon- 
seca Marquez, who has an estancia in 
Yacarepagua, has delivered to the pres- 
ident of the Brazilian national society 
of agriculture, seven samples of wheat 
of splendid development, which was 
sown at the beginning of September 
last and reaped at the end of December. 
These samples as well as others from 
other parts of Brazil show that wheat 
can be acclimated in certain parts of 
that country.

The gold premium keeps at the con- 
version price which shows that if the 
conversion bill had not gone through 
congress we would now have had the 
price well down below 200, and this 
would have fallen very hard on our 
farmers.
